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Belgian Stefan Everts (Kaw) took over 
the points lead. with a 1-1 win at his 
home 250cc Motocross Grand Prix in 
Lommel, on June 12. South African Greg 
Albertyn failed to finish a moto, and 
now sits second іп the standings. Home 
riders took the top three positions, as 
Belgians Werner DeWit (Suz) and Mar- 
nicq Bervoets (Suz) filled out the podi- 
um. Swede Joakim Karlsson (Kaw) and 
Frenchman Frederic Bolley (Yam) fin- 
ished fourth and fifth, respectively. 


Italian Giovanni Sala (KTM) and Finn 
Kari Tiainen (Hus) took wins in the 
Heavyweight and Heavyweight Four- 
Stroke classes, respectively, at round 
four of the World Enduro Champi- 
onship Series in Uppsala, Sweden, on 
June 11-12. Sala won his division both 
days, while Tiainen scored 2-1 results. 
Each increased their respective points 
leads to 15. Also performing well was 
Lightweight-class winner Paul 
Edmondson (G-G). The Brit won Day 
Two after finishing second to home 
rider Jeff Nilsson (Hon) on Day One. 
Points leader Giorgio Grasso crashed 
and suffered internal injuries, and is a 
doubtful starter for round five next 
week in Finland. In the Lightweight 
Four-Stroke category, Italian Mario 
Rinaldi (KTM) barely edged Swede 
Sven Erik Jonsson (Hus) to score the 
win. 


Spaniard Jordi Tarres (G-G) earned his 
50th World Round win by topping the 
field at the June 11-12 French round of 
the World Championship Trials Series. 
Japan's Takumi Narita (Bet) was second 
ahead of Englishman Dougie Lampkin 
(Bet), while Tommi Ahvala (Fan) and 
Donato Miglio (G-G) rouded out the top 
five. Tarres now enjoys a comfortable 28- 
point lead in the series point standings 
over Ahvala, 108-80. Marc Colomer, 
sixth in France, is third with 76. 


Paul Pinsonnault (Hon) and Lou Ger- 
encer Jr. (H-D) were winners in the 540 
and 800cc classes, respectively, at the 
June 12 Bushkill Valley M.C. National 
Hillclimb in Steel City, Pennsylvania. 
Rick Soter (BSA) was second in the 
540cc class, with Bruce Seigert (BSA) 
third. Tom Reiser (H-D) and Bob Cas- 
tledine (H-D) filled out the 800cc divi- 
sion podium. 


Chris Carr (H-D) won round three of 
the AMA 600cc National Championship 
Series, held at the Peoria M.C. Club- 
grounds in Peoria, Illinois, on June 12. 
Scott Parker (H-D) was second, while 
Aaron Hill (Rtx), Andy Tresser (W-R) 
and Ben Bostrom (Rtx) rounded out the 
top five. Carr enjoys a healthy 14-point 
lead over Hill in the series point stand- 
ings, 40-26. 


Will Davis (C-A) aced the 600cc Pro 
class at round three of the Motorcycle 
Asphalt Racing Series, held in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, on June 10. Terry Poovey 
(Rtx) was the runner-up, followed by 
Robert Lewis (W-R). 


Steve Morehead (H-D) was the big win- 
ner at the Old Time Newsies Eastern 
Regional Half Mile, held June 11 in Day- 
ton, Ohio. Morehead topped the 750cc 
Pro class, edging out George Roeder II 
(H-D) and Greg Sims (H-D). Les Wash- 
bon (W-R) smoked the 600cc Pro class, 
while Paul Morgan (Rtx) and Mike 
Warner (W-R) rounded out the top 
three. 


Northern Ireland’s Joey Dunlop (Hon) 
won the Junior TT (250cc) at the Isle of 
Man on June 8. Dunlop averaged 114.67 











mph in beating Brian Reid (Yam) and 
Jason Griffiths (Yam) for his 17th career 
victory on the Isle of Man. Dunlop had 
earlier won the 125cc class. Scot Jim 
Moodie (Yam) won both the 400cc 
Supersport and the Singles class on the 
island, averaging 108.20 mph in winning 
the 400cc class and 111.29 mph in taking 
the Singles class win. The 600cc Super- 
sport win went to Iain Duffus (Yam). 


Ulsterman Mark Farmer, 30, was killed 
on Thursday, June 2 after crashing his 
1000сс Britten at 130 mph during a prac- 
tice session for the Isle of Man TT. “I'll 
remember him from Wednesday 
evening practice,” said New Zealander 
John Britten, the builder of the Britten. 
“He came in, said the bike was a rocket- 
ship and had a big grin from ear to ear. 
After Wednesday night, we were going 
to put the bike away, but Mark came to 
me on Thursday and asked for just one 
more lap.” Farmer became the 162nd 
rider to die on the TT course. 


Scotland’s Rob Mitchell was also killed 
during the Isle of Man TT, the 33-year- 
old dying on Monday, June 6, four days 
after crashing his 600cc Supersport bike 
during practice. 


Road racer Robert Dunlop suffered a 
broken arm and leg when he crashed 
during the Formula One race on the Isle 
of Man on Sunday, June 5. Dunlop 
crashed on the fourth lap at the third- 
gear, 130 mph left-hander that follows 
the Ballaugh Bridge jump. According to 
reports from Europe, the rear Marvic 
wheel on Dunlop’s RC45 broke, causing 
the crash and prompting event organiz- 
ers to issue a statement which advised 
all riders using Marvic wheels to check 
them before further use. 


National Hare & Hound Champion 
Danny Hamel (Kaw) won the Best in 
the Desert Ely GP in Ely, Nevada, on 
June 11. The runner-up was Destry 
Abott (KTM), while Scot Harden (KTM) 
finished third overall and was the 30+ 
class winner. Mark Lundgren (KTM) 
and brother Jeff Lundgren (KTM) 
rounded out the top five. 


Ducati's World Superbike rider Gian- 
carlo Falappa suffered massive head 
injuries and is in a coma following a 
crash during a test at the Albacete cir- 
cuit in Spain. The official factory team 
was testing in advance of the next 
World Superbike round, scheduled for 
the Spanish circuit on June 19, when the 
32-year-old Italian, who sits third in the 
championship, crashed. It is the latest, 
and gravest, incident to befall the Ducati 
team this year. First, Moto Cinelli's 
Jamie Whitham broke his wrist practic- 
ing for the opening race at Donington 
Park. Then Ducati's Carl Fogarty broke 
his wrist at the German round at Hock- 
enheim. 


Former 250cc Grand Prix racer Paolo 
Casoli made an impressive debut on the 
factory Yamaha YZF750 for the Italian 
importer Belgarda. Casoli, taking over 
for Mauro Lucchiari, earned the pole 
position and won one heat in an Italian 
National Championship race at Mugello 
on June 12. Casoli will make his World 
Superbike debut with the team at the 
Spanish round of the series on June 19. 


Spaniard Carlos Cardus is also set to 
make his World Superbike debut at the 
Albacete circuit in Spain on June 19. 
Cardus, a former 250cc Grand Prix rider, 
will race a factory Ducati 916.

German GP win gives Doohan 
three straight - 


H RC Honda's Mick Doohan 





stormed to an easy victory in 

the sixth round of the 500cc 
World Championship Road Race 
Series, held at the ultra-fast Hock- 
enheim circuit in Germany on June 
12. The Australian used the superi- 
or speed of the Honda NSR500 to 
win his third-straight 500cc GP of 
the season, topping Lucky Strike 
Suzuki's Kevin Schwantz by 13.982 
seconds. The 28-year-old Doohan 
averaged 126.675 mph, a new race 
record. 

Early in the race World Champi- 
on Schwantz knew there was no hope of hanging with Doohan, so he resigned himself 
to the battle for second which he waged with Spaniard Alberto Puig on the Ducados 
Honda Pons NSR500. The pair swapped second back and forth, with Schwantz finally 
taking it back for good on the next-to-the-last lap when he outbraked Puig into the sec- 
ond chicane and sped away. The Texan lowered his lap times for the final two laps into 
the two-minute range and was nearly two seconds clear of Puig at the finish. 

Schwantz now trails Doohan, 136-108, after six rounds. Third in the championship is 
Cagiva's John Kocinski, who chose not to race in Germany after breaking the middle 
finger on his left hand in a brutal practice crash. Kocinski tried riding in the morning 
warm-up, but only did one lap before pulling in and calling it a day. He remains in 
third with 79 points, eight better than Spaniard Alex Criville who rode by himself most 
of the day to a fourth-place finish after getting a bad start, then realizing he'd chosen 
the wrong rear tire. 

Lucky Strike's Alex Barros battled HRC Honda's Shinichi Itoh for fifth place, with 
Barros getting the edge and beating Itoh across the stripe by .193-of-a-second. Seventh 
from the fourth lap on, and all by himself, was Cagiva's Doug Chandler. Eighth, and 
first of the non-factory bikes, was Slick 50 Racing's Niall Mackenzie, who carded his 
third top-10 finish in a row. Bernard Garcia was ninth on the ROC Yamaha, one better 
than Padgett's Motorcycles' Jeremy Reynolds. 

It continues to be a grim year for the Marlboro Roberts Yamaha team. Italian Luca 
Cadalora crashed in the second timed qualifying, lacerating his right hand and putting 
him out of the race. Australian Daryl Beattie was in ninth place when he ran out of gas 
on the last lap. 

Marlboro Team Pileri's Loris Capirossi won the 250cc GP for the second race in a 
row and, once again, the racing was spectacular. Five riders fought for the lead and the 
order across the line was never the same for two consecutive laps, except the eighth 
and ninth. Capirossi, who'd been weakened by the flu during practice, took the lead on 
the last lap by outbraking HB Honda's Doriano Romboni into the stadium for the final 
time. Chesterfield Aprilia’s Max Biaggi was third, but stuffed his way under Romboni 
in the penultimate corner taking second in the race and first in the point standings. 

Fourth went to Honda Rheos Jha Racing's Nobuatsu Aoki, with Kanemoto Honda's 
Tadayuki Okada fifth. After 16 laps (67.53 miles), first to fifth was covered by 1.625 sec- 
onds, with Capirossi winning by .284-of-a-second. 

With six races run and eight to go, Biaggi moves into the championship lead with 
103 points, one better than Capirossi and seven better than Okada. Romboni trails 
Okada by three points in fourth. 

After starting the season slowly, 125cc World Champion Dirk Raudies continues to 
improve, scoring his second win of the season, and second win in a row, in very con- 
vincing fashion. The diminutive German scored a very popular win for the home 
crowd, leading every lap after his only challenger, Givi Racing's Noboru Ueda, was 
slowed when the tip of his shift lever fell off. Once Ueda dropped back, on the ninth 
lap, the HB Team Raudies team owner took off to win by better than 17 seconds. 

Less than one second separated second to fourth, with the spots being decided on 
the final lap. World Championship leader Kazuto Sakata moved into second, FCC 
Technical Sports' Tomomi Manako (in his Grand Prix debut) took over third, and Peter 
Oettl dropped to fourth on the Marlboro Aprilia Eckl entry. 

Team Semprucci-Krona's Sakata still holds a commanding lead in the champi- 
onship, with a 41-point lead on Raudies, 121-80. Oettl is third with 79, two more than 
Ueda who ended up today in fifth. 

What was a sparkling race for second in the Sidecar GP turned into a horror show 
with less than three laps to go. On the 150 mph run up to the second chicane, Steve 
Abbott pulled out of a draft and moved to his left, knocking the OKM Racing rig of 
Klaus Klaffenboek off the track and onto the grass. Klaffenboek's rig spun halfway 
around, rejoining the track and spitting his passenger, Christian Parzer, into the path of 
the oncoming chairs. The collision that followed destroyed three rigs and sent 40-year- 
old Briton Simon Prior flying into the guardrail on the right side of the track, where he 
would land, face down and slumped over. 

Parzer, a 31-year-old Austrian, got up slowly and removed his helmet at trackside. 
He was later transported to a hospital in nearby Ludwigshaffen and was released later 
in the evening with minor spinal injuries. Prior, who was a passenger with Yoshi 
Kumagaya, was taken to a hospital in Mannheim with suspected head injuries and was 
put on life support. 

The race was red-flagged and declared official after 13 laps with World Champions 
Rolf Biland and Kurt Waltisperg taking the win aboard the Schlossgold Racing LCR- 
Swissauto. Webster was second on the LCR-Krauser backed by Arco Techniques, with 
fellow Briton Steve Abbott third in a Windle-Krauser. e 

After two of eight races, Webster leads the championship with 36 points, 11 better 
than three drivers tied for second.

Cagiva North America lashes 
out at new superbike rule 


| G agiva North America issued a press release on June 9 which offered the compa- 








ny’s opinion regarding the superbike rule change which went into effect at the 

Road America round of the AMA U.S. Superbike National Championship Series 
on June 12. The rule change - which adds 20 pounds to the minimum weight limit of 
twin-cylinder motorcycles in the series, raising them to 355 pounds, the same weight as 
the four-cylinders - was announced by the AMA on May 23, the day after the fourth 
round of the series which was held at Laguna Seca Raceway. 

In its press release, Cagiva North America says it had been asked by Ducati dealers, 
riders, customers and interested parties to comment on the “rule adjustment." 

Cagiva North America's conclusions are as follows: 

"1. From a technical point of view this AMA decision is highly disputable, as well as 
in stark contrast to the FIM's assessment of the situation. 

2. The decision to penalize Ducati is being taken after four events without notice 
which is, in our opinion, against the spirit of fair play and sporting competition. 

3. This decision damages the (approx.) ten rider/teams currently competing on 
Ducatis. These participants have invested vast amounts of time, money and enthusi- 
asm in the U.S. Superbike Series and include Fast By Ferracci, the dominant team of the 
series thus far. 

4. Cagiva North America and Ducati Italy suggest that the affected participants take 
a position that reflects their best interests in this matter. 

5. Cagiva North America will pressure all concerned to prevent participation in any 
AMA Superbike event next year unless a satisfactory solution regarding this rule 
adjustment is quickly reached. 

6. Cagiva North America is considering all available options to protect its image, 
name, products and commercial interests damaged by this unilateral AMA decision."

> f nothing else, a season of racing 
usually features a series of 
momentum shifts. For the first 
half of the season, that momen- 
tum definitely rode side-saddle 
on the Ducati of Australian Troy Corser. 
But just like that, Big Mo seems to have 
jumped ship and it is now Corser’s Fast 
By Ferracci Ducati teammate Pascal 
Picotte who seems to be hitting his stride 
as the series begins its second-half run. 

Take Road America for example. For 
the second straight race, Picotte not only 
put his Fast By Ferracci Ducati on pole 
position, but he also went out and won 
the National - and he did so in record- 
breaking fashion. It was the French Cana- 
dian's second career victory and it came 
only three weeks after his first. 

They really don’t get much better than 
this one. At the conclusion of the 16-lap, 
64-mile race, Picotte was just .051-of-a- 
second ahead of Vance & Hines Yama- 
ha's Jamie James with Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Fred Merkel nearly as close in third 
place. 

At least that was the top-three finish- 
ing order at the conclusion of the race. 
Long after specators and participants 
alike had departed, the AMA decided to 
dock James a lap for passing Picotte 
under a waving yellow flag in the final 
corner on the last lap. Thus, the popular 














rider from Louisiana was dropped to 
17th overall, and his championship aspi- 
tations were dealt a serious blow. James, 
however, has filed an appeal. 

It is important to remember that U.S. 
Superbike National Championships are 
not won in March, April or, for that mat- 
ter, even May - they’re won in the dog 
days of summer when the series ventures 
to places like wide-open Road America 
and the tight and twisty New Hampshire 
International Speedway on back-to-back 
weekends. 

So far, the end of May and the begin- 
ning of June belong to Picotte. But to con- 
clude that Corser’s championship hopes 
have been dashed would be simply ludi- 
crous. In fact, the talented young Aussie 
made what was really his first mistake of 
the five-race-old season at Road America 
- and he still ended up in fifth place 
(which became fourth with James’ penal- 
ty). The championship leader was with 
the lead group until the 11th lap when he 
ran straight at the end of the back 
straight, picking the Ducati up after hit- 
ting a false neutral and running straight 
up the slip road. He got the V-twin 
turned and calmly exited turn five on the 
gravel, losing any chance of victory but 
making certain of a top finish and more 
valuable championship points. 

While the top three ran together to the 
flag, Desmo-backed Ducati privateer 
David Sadowski was alone in fourth at 
the finish. Sadowski had raced with the 
leaders in the early going, running as 








high as second before being slowed with 
brake fade problems, and he again 
showed that he’s still very capable of cir- 
culating at the front of a Superbike 
National. Although he didn’t get to stand 
on the winner’s podium, third place 
would become Sadowski's after the deci- 
sion on James was handed down. 

Officially, fifth place - behind Corser - 
went to Muzzy Kawasaki's Takahiro 
Sohwa, just ahead of his teammate Steve 
Crevier. Smokin’ Joe’s Racing’s Кеуіп 
Magee had the best outing of his brief 
AMA Superbike career by finishing sev- 
enth on the still-developing Honda RC45. 
Yoshimura Suzuki’s Thomas Stevens was 
just behind in eighth, with Magee’s team- 
mate Mike Smith fading to ninth after 
burning up his rear tire early in the race. 
Team Mirage’s Dale Quarterley was 
credited with 10th. 

The missing factory star who had 
been a factor in the race was Vance & 
Hines Yamaha's Colin Edwards II. The 
young Texan had just moved into second 
place on the 14th of 16 laps when he was 
high-sided from the YZF750 on the exit 
of turn 14, bringing out the waving yel- 
low flag that a lap later would lead to his 
teammate’s demise. Edwards was credit- 
ed with 22nd as his season of discontent 
and his poor luck at Road America con- 
tinued. 

While Corser’s fourth-place finish 
didn’t seriously jeopardize the Aus- 
tralian’s championship position, it did 
provide a glimmer of hope for his pur-

suers. Before being hit with the one-lap 
penaltly, James’ effort would have 
moved him to within 17 points of Corser: 
161-144; a moot point, given the AMA's 
decision. Instead it is the consistent 
Crevier who sits second in the title chase 
with 129 points, just three ahead of the 
fast-closing Picotte and James - both of 
whom have 126 points. Sohwa is fifth 
with 124 points. 

A record crowd of 45,000 filled the 
viewing areas around the four-mile Road 
America circuit on a superb summer day 
in Wisconsin. The Coca-Cola-sponsored 
Superbike National got underway at 3:55 
p-m. with Corser getting the jump off the 
line. The Dapto, New South Wales resi- 
dent led the field as they charged down 
the back straight and into the left-hand 
turn five for the first time; James, Picotte, 
Merkel, Smith, Sadowski, Stevens, Magee 
and the unusually slow-starting Edwards 
gave chase. 

Picotte moved by James by the time 
they reached the start/finish line - and 
the 20-pound heavier Ducatis were run- 
ning one-two after the first four miles of 
racing action. Smith, meanwhile, moved 
into fifth as he dove under Merkel in turn 
five. Picotte wasn’t in a patient mood; he 
eased by his teammate a lap later and 
instantly opened up a slight gap on the 
freight train that followed. 

As if to further illustrate just how 
good the Ducatis really are, Sadowski 
moved his V-twin into third place on the 
third lap - making it a Ducati one-two- 
three. The man on the move, though, was 
Edwards. The Yamaha YZF750 rider had 
moved by James, Merkel and Smith and 
was up to fourth at the end of four laps, 
and he seemed hellbent on finishing even 
higher. 

Picotte’s initial attempt at a break- 
away was thwarted as Corser, Sadowski, 
Edwards, James and Merkel were latched 
onto the French Canadian on the fifth 
lap. On the sixth lap, Picotte opened up a 
second lead - but he started what would 
become somewhat of a habit as he ran 
wide in turn eight. Just like that, the oth- 
ers were right back on top of him on the 
seventh lap with Edwards moving in 
behind Corser after disposing of Sadows- 
ki. 

On the ninth lap, Picotte turned his 
fastest lap of the race - a two-minute, 
16.54-second go-round - to open up a 
2.38-second lead by the time they 
reached the final corner, the all-impor- 
tant right-hander, turn 14. 

As they completed the 10th lap, 
Edwards was up to second with Corser 
slipping to fifth. James was third with 
Sadowski fourth. The pack behind was 
led by Crevier, with Sohwa moving past 
Stevens, Magee and the now-fading 
Smith. 

“I cooked my tire," Smith said later. “I 
was right there, and then it just started 
spinning everywhere." 

Corser was back in the hunt on the 
11th lap as he moved in behind Edwards 











- but his chances of victory went out the 
window in turn five. 

“Thad a little brake problem,” Corser 
said. “But I hit a false neutral going in to 
five and there was nuthin’ I could do. I’m 
happy. I’ve been struggling all week 
here. I just need some more time - І still 
haven’t sussed it out. I’m pretty sure I 
would have been up there at the end.” 

With Corser slipping back to sixth, it 
would be up to Edwards, James and 
Merkel to pressure Picotte. Sadowski was 
having brake problems of his own, and 
would be forced to settle for what would 
eventually end up being fourth place. 

“We stretched the service interval at 
Laguna Seca and it cracked the cases,” 
Sadowski explained of his pre-race prob- 
lems. “The rotor magneto hit the stator 
and screwed it up. We replaced every- 
thing electrical and it ran like a top. With 
our limited practice time, we ended up 
rebuilding the shock right before the race 
and I also made some gearing changes. 
On lap five I was second and thinking, 
‘Man, І can win this thing.’ Then the 
lever started coming closer and closer to 
the bar and it was ‘Oh, no.’ I spent six 
laps trying to crank the lever out. I got to 
it three times and got eight clicks out of 
it. I just couldn't stop, but it was a good 
lesson in front-wheel plowing.” 

The wild race at the front saw 
Edwards, James and Merkel seriously cut 
into Picotte’s 2.83-second lead; on the 
14th lap, the lead was only .44-of-a-sec- 
ond over Edwards - but then disaster 
struck the youngster as he crashed in 
turn 14.

“In that corner you go in, lose the 
front, give it gas, get the front back and 
go. It’s the same thing through there 
every lap, like clockwork. That time I 
lost the front, gassed it and wham - I’m 
outta there.” The Texan gashed one of 
his fingers, but other than that he was 
unhurt. 

With Edwards out, the stage was set 
for a hectic last lap. Picotte had a lead, 
but he threw that away when he ran off 
the track - again in turn 8. That allowed 
James and Merkel to close right back in, 
and the race went to the final corner. A 
corner that featured a waving yellow flag 
due to the Edwards incident. 

James pulled out from behind Picotte 
going into turn 14 for the last time and 
dove under the Ducati rider, pushing the 
French Canadian wide on the exit. James 
led as they headed up the hill towards 
the checkered flag, but he missed a shift 
and Picotte was able to draft by to win by 
half a wheel at the flag. Merkel couldn’t 
do anything but watch. 

The controversy started to brew when 
it was reported that James had actually 
made the pass on Picotte under a waving 
yellow flag. Since corner workers didn’t 
report the incident to AMA officials, no 
immediate penalties were assessed. They 
would come, though, much later. 


Ducati still on top 





National win at Laguna Seca, Fast By Ferracci 


| n the weeks since his first-ever AMA Superbike 


Ducati’s Pascal Picotte stuck to his normal training 
regimen. His Ducati, though, went on an AMA-man- 
dated weight-gain program which had it gaining 20 
pounds in less than a month. Still, Picotte and the fat- 
tened-up 355-pound V-twin were fast enough to set a 
new lap record at Road America, while earning their 
third pole position of the season and second in suc- 


cession. 





The French Canadian clicked off a two-minute, 15.993-second lap (105.888 mph) in 
the first qualifying session on Friday, and he - like the rest of the front row - wasn't able 
to better that time in windy conditions on Saturday. Still, it was plenty fast enough to 
eclipse the lap record of 2:16.666 set at Road America in 1992 by Scott Russell. 

The burning question going into the fifth round of the series was just how much the 

i 9 weight would hinder Һе Ducati's performance? Or would it have any effect at 
all? 

Four-cylinder afficionados couldn’t have been pleased when first word came back 
from Desmo Ducati-backed David Sadowski. The privateer came in from his initial 
practice sessions and said the bike seemed to handle a bit better with the added weight. 

“Actually, it has helped us get rid of the Ducati front-end push that we have been 
afflicted with for the season,” Sadowski said. "I'm not even sure that my Ducati is legal 
as far as weight because we're just adding a little bit at a time. We've added the weight 
to our bike by adding it to the front of the bike, and so far it has not hurt us a great deal. 
We'll see what happens.” Sadowski ended up qualifying only 13th after running into 
electrical problems which ruined his second session. 

The other burning question going into Road America was exactly where Eraldo Fer- 

racci would choose to place the extra ballast. That was fairly simple. The Italian team 
owner placed the majority of the weight smack dab between the cylinders of the V-twin, 

- with the rest being placed оп the rear sub-section of the frame. Picotte, though, claimed 
the 955 wasn’t the same motorcycle now that the rules had changed. His theories fell on 
deaf ears with most of his four-cylinder-mounted rivals. 

“It's pushing more going in and it's a little slower on the exit,” Picotte said on Sat- 
urday afternoon. “It’s not so bad here but at a little track like (at) Loudon (New 

` Hampshire International Speedway - June 19) will be hard because of the all the tran- 
sitions from left to right. The weight is high, so it makes it more difficult to change 
directions. Nobody today was able to drop time, so we ended up testing tires. There 

- was a lot of wind and the track was a little more slippery today. I was pushing really 
hard yesterday; really hard. That's why I did a fast lap like that. The bike is fine. We 
might put a brand-new engine in for tomorrow because we had a little transmission 
problem. I think I'm just gaining a little bit in every corner; I can't say specifically one

| Last year's pole-sitter Colin Edwards H also set his fastest lap during Friday's first 





qualifying session. His 2:16.424 good enough for second on the grid. Ironically, it was 
Edwards and Picotte who collided and crashed while disputing second place in last 
year’s Road America National. : 

“To do those laps consistently, well... couldn't do it,” the Vance & Hines Yamaha- 
mounted Edwards said. “You have to have your balls in the wind for the whole lap to 
do those times. If the track is like it was today (Saturday), I think the beginning of the 
race will be in the 17s (2:17s).” 

Last year Edwards jumped away at the start and pulled clear to a nine-second lead. 
Then he was caught by both Doug Polen and Picotte - and then he and the French Cana- 
dian collided and crashed. Could the run-away-and-hide plan work here in 1994? 

“Tt didn’t work last year,” Edwards said. “If you can get the holeshot and a nine-sec- 
ond lead, you're going to try and keep it. I think by the first two laps you'll know what's 
going to happen. Today I went on a harder tire. By the time I put the qualifying tire on, I 
knew nobody was going to go any faster. I came in and put race tires on and tested tires. 
I talk to Jim Allen (Dunlop tire technician) and see what he thinks about the tires. I kind 
of know what I want to run.” 

Picotte, meanwhile, was hoping that his pole position and victory at Laguna Seca 
had turned the tables on his run of bad luck and said: "Maybe we've turned the page 
and started a new life. It worked well at Laguna. Hopefully, it will be the same here." 

The third spot on the grid was earned by Muzzy Kawasaki's Fred Merkel with his 
1:17.106 coming in the Friday session. Merkel's Saturday session chances for a better lap 
were thwarted when he ran into ignition problems and spent the majority of the session 
trying to get back to the pits. 

“The ignition went out," Merkel said later. “We changed the off-set from 30 to 20mm 
- it was wobbling a lot. It's running good, really fast. Hopefully, we'll be there tomor- 
TOW." 

The last front row spot was filled by the Vance & Hines Yamaha of Jamie James. The 
Lousianan, who has always done well at Road America, turned in a 2:17.796 in the Fri- 
day session. 

Championship points leader Troy Corser took his time getting adjusted to the fast, 
four-mile Road America layout, but he quickly bettered his Friday time to end up as the 
fifth fastest qualifier at 2:18.054. The Australian led a pack of seven riders who had all 
qualified in the 2:18s. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Thomas Stevens (2:18.22), Muzzy Kawasaki's Steve Crevier 


(2:18.258), Smokin' Joe's Racing's Kevin Magee (2:18.354), his teammate Mike Smith. 


(2:18.588), Muzzy Kawasaki's Takahiro Sohwa (2:18.677) and Team Mirage's Dale Quar- 
terley (2:18.912) were the others who were locked in the 2:18-range. 

The Harley-Davidson VR-1000s of Miguel DuHamel and Fritz Kling qualified 14th 
and 19th for Harley's hometown race - for all practical purposes their most impressive 
outing to date considering the speed of the Road America layout. 

"Our bike was having major problems on Friday," DuHamel said after turning a 
2:20.760 to earn a spot on the fourth row. "It was some sort of electrical problem. I knew 
I could do better laps. On Friday 1 made some adjustments and it handles much better 
now. It should be good for us at Loudon and the rest of the season. Hopefully, we've 
found the problem, but we're not sure. We've narrowed it down and I hope we can get 
rid of it once and for all.” : 


The Harley crew tested for one day at Road America after returning home from the 
Seca National, but DuHamel said the test consisted mainly of going up the front 
straight and down the back straight. “It was good, though, because we got some things 


done with the bike.” 


t 
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“By the time I realized there was a 
flag, I was already under him,” James 
explained. “It had nothing to do with the 
outcome of the race. If somebody wants 
to take my place for that, then take it. I 
didn’t see the flag until I broke out. I 
couldn't lock the front or do anything 
crazy at that point. I had no where to 
slow down.” 

Picotte was naturally pleased with 
the outcome. “Jamie said he missed a 
gear,” Picotte said. “With the waving 
yellow flag, I thought he was going to 
get disqualified. He took me to the 
grass, and then he missed the shift up 
the hill. I almost went straight five 
times in corner eight. Finally, I went 
straight and lost three seconds on the 
last lap. That was one of the longest 
races of my life - it seemed like one 
year.” 

Behind the lead trio, Sadowski fin- 
ished alone in fourth - ahead of Corser. 
Sohwa out-dueled Crevier to the flag for

41 would have liked to have caught

ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 12 
7! ven before the checkered flag 
fell, Rich Oliver had won the 
250сс Grand Prix class at Road 
America. Oliver had won before the 
green flag was thrown. It seemed to be a 
foregone conclusion. The disgruntled 
looks, the comments regarding the out- 
come of the race - they all pointed to one 
thing: Rich Oliver. 

Therefore, there were no raised eye- 
brows or surprised looks from his rivals 
when Oliver and his Performance South 
Yamaha motored away from the start 
and never looked back, stretching his 
lead to over four seconds at one point to 
make sure that any thoughts the other 
podium finishers had of challenging 
him were sufficiently snuffed out. Oliv- 
er had slowed his pace so much in the 
final laps that Aprilia-mounted Chris 
D’Aluisio ended up crossing the line 
only 1.661 seconds behind the Northern 
Californian. Moto Liberty Honda- 
mounted Takahito Mori was just a tick 
of the watch behind D'Aluisio in third 
place. 

Oliver's win gives him a command- 
ing 41-point lead over his teammate 
Chuck Sorensen at the halfway mark of 
the season, 172-131. D'Aluisio is third 
with 120 points. 

The muscle flexing shown by the Per- 
formance South machines in qualifying 
not withstanding (see sidebar), there 
were two riders who said they could 
beat Oliver if given the correct circum- 
stances: D'Aluisio and Danny Walker. 
Walker felt that any chance of winning 
would have to come from Oliver mak- 
ing a mistake. "It's going to take Rich 
screwing up somewhere, which might 
happen. His jetting could be off and 
power would suffer or maybe he'll 
make a mistake in traffic," Walker said. 
"If he gets to the front and gets some 
clear, fast laps, he will be gone." 

D'Aluisio felt that any chance of 
beating Oliver would come from his 
team sorting out the jetting and sus- 
pension woes of the Aprilia. D'Aluisio 
and crew were without John Lassak for 
the weekend as the Californian was 
absent due to the illness of a family 
member. 

“We have the power to run with 
him," D'Aluisio said. ^We just have to 
find the right combination." 

The problems continued for the 
Motoworld/Lassak team right up until 
the morning practice and beyond, with 
the Aprilia sounding off-song at times. 

It was D'Aluisio, though, who nailed 
a good start while Oliver looked as if he 
didn't feel the need to launch hard, slip- 
ping the clutch and following everyone 
into turn one. Sorensen wasn't as patient 
and he chased D'Aluisio down, with 
Mori, Walker, Nick Ienatsch and Jon 
Cornwell in tow. 

Entering turn five for the first time, 
the first right-hand corner of the circuit, 
Ienatsch tried to take a wide late-brak- 
ing line around the outside to make up 
a few positions. Ienatsch’s tuner Steve 
Biganski had installed new pistons in 
the Zero Gravity Yamaha in the morn- 
ing and Ienatsch had decent power. 
Just as Ienatsch went wide, Oliver 
moved over to the outside as well, 
pushing Chris Taylor directly into the 
path of Ienatsch. The two former team- 








mates collided and crashed together. 
Ienatsch banged his wrist, but apart 
from that, neither was hurt. Both 
would obviously not finish, with Ien- 
atsch slipping from third to sixth in the 
point standings. 

With one full lap in the books, Walk- 
er moved the Southwest Motorsports 
machine into the lead, hoping for Oliver 
to move up and tow him along. Then 
Walker's Yamaha seized, ending his day 
early. 

Oliver thought this was as good a 
time as any to win the race, and he 
screamed into the lead, blowing by 
Mori, Al Salaverria, Sorensen and 
D'Aluisio. Miles Baldwin kept the 
dream alive, moving the Dutchman 
Yamaha 250 into the top 10, with Col- 
orado native Don Hough doing a great 
job in the sixth spot. Hough and 
Salaverria would battle for the remain- 
der of the race, with Salaverria deftly 
out-braking Hough only to be passed 
any time the bikes were not leaned 
over. 

The Performance South Yamaha rid- 
den by Oliver sounded rough from the 
track side and according to other riders, 
the bike lacked the speed it had held all 
weekend. 

“I screwed up the start and my bike 








was off a little; we went too lean," Oliv- 
er said. ^I tried to make it up in the cor- 
ners. It was running okay, but normally

ich Oliver and his teammate Chuck 
R Sorenson qualified the Performance 
South Yamahas 1-2 at Road Ameri- 
ca, and the startling speed from the two 
was the talk of the Road America pad- 
dock as far as the 250cc riders were con- 
cerned. “They have some stuff over there 
that we don’t have access to,” said Danny 
Walker. “I’m not going to say what they 
are because I do not know for sure, but I 
have a good idea." 
The qualifying performance went a 
long way in proving Walker correct. 


Incredibly, Sorenson nearly pipped his veteran teammate Oliv- 


er from the pole. It wasn't until the end of the last session when 
Oliver put his head way down and turned a quick lap, taking 
the pole with a 2:21.625 versus Sorenson's 2:22.305. 

Oliver was obviously elated. "It didn't come easy, my team- 
mate Chuck Sorenson led most of that last session. We've had 
our share of problems with the engine's cutting out on top end 
and that turned out to be just a problem with the bike being too 
rich. The bike has been getting faster little by little here and I 
think tomorrow if we can get a few little problems solved, we 
can do 21s. Chuck and I are going to have a good race and T 
don't know if the other guys will be able to keep up." 

That was definitely possible as Oliver and Sorenson were 
both radared at 148 mph, at least a couple of miles per hour 
over the rest of the class. The advantage is said to be Bud 
Aksland engines, albeit older-style engines that supposedly will 
go back to Aksland soon, with Bartol cylinder heads and 
Aksland pipes and detail work being just two of the major 
advantages inside those two cases. Oliver said for the record 
that there are no Aksland parts or work in his engine cases. “I 
wish people would give me the credit I'm due. I’ve ridden for 
Kenny Roberts, Randy Mamola, Kawasaki and a host of others. 
Iknow what to do where; I have a three-angle grinder and a lot 
of knowledge. That's it." 

Canadian journeyman rider Jon Cornwell put his very tired 
Yamaha in the point position of the second row. His tuner Dave 
Ray commented: "We're just doing the best we can with the 
parts we have. Alex would be proud." Ray was making refer- 
ence to Cornwell's late tuner, Alex Mayes. 

Zero Gravity pilot Nick Ienatsch qualified his Yamaha on the 


second row, 2:23.960, just behind Japanese ace 
Mori and about two seconds from Oliver's pole 
time. ^I turned my best lap ever at Road America 
in that last session, so I'm pretty happy with that. 
This place is huge and fast. If you screw up here in 
any corner, the lap is dust, kind of like a big Wil- 
low Springs. I'm comfortable, and Biganski is 
going to put new pistons in for the race." 


Al Salaveria, continuing to be plagued with the - 


poor luck that has intermittently followed him 
since the day when he rode for the Randy Mamola 
Yamaha team, qualified at the end of the second 
row. Salaveria’s crew quit the Salaveria effort at 
Laguna and he was unable to replace them before 
Elkhart Lake. “I came here with my friend Scott, 
no crew and no real help. Scott can take the tires 
down to the Dunlop guys, but he’s never worked 


on a motorcycle before. We're lacking some horsepower which. 


can mean death at this place, but ГІ just try and grab the draft 
and run with them." 

The only rider able to hang with Oliver and Sorenson was 
Danny Walker, at 2:22.997. "That's the fastest bike I've ever rid- 
den while under the Southwest Motorsports umbrella. We had 
a small atmospheric change just before the session that put us 
out for a few minutes." : 

Motoworld/Lassak Aprilia rider Chris D’Aluisio unfortu- 
nately lost the services of tuner John Lassak for the weekend 
when his wife became ill. Fighting some engine and jetting 
problems, D'Aluisio qualified оп the front row, although at the 
other end of the row on which he normally sits at Road Ameri- 
ca. D’Aluisio has won the 250cc race at Road America three 
times in the past, 1990-92, finishing second last year to Oliver. 
"We had a misfire on the last lap in the race at Laguna and it 
did something to the engine. It had plenty of gas in the tank, 
but it just popped. We changed some things before coming 
here, thinking that we'd cured it. Sadly, not to be, we came here 
and seized in the first session, made some more changes and 
seized in the second session. We discovered that the foam in the 
Aprilia pick-up area is a bit thick, so we re-routed the fuel line 
and that cured that problem." 

D'Aluisio leaned the bike a bit rich for the last qualifying 
session and met with even more problems. "We went the 
wrong way in jetting it and the thing gained about 20 horse- 
power in the middle of the powerband; it came on just like a 
light switch. I compensated for it and rode the best I could. Jim 
Lindeman is working with us on the suspension and - we're 
gonna win this race." 
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we have extra speed on everybody so I 
had to work real hard.” 

Oliver extended his lead to more 
than a few seconds over the second 
place contenders - Sorensen, D'Aluisio 
and Mori - with Cornwell moving his 
Dave Ray-tuned Jackson Racing 
machine up with the pack. 

Sorensen became the draft provider 
up the front straight, with all those who 
were close to him lining up for the draft 
towards turn one. 

D’Aluisio worked himself into a 
great battle with Mori for second place, 
but in doing so ruined any chances he 
had of catching Oliver. D'Aluisio 
patiently waited for Mori to get his dra- 
matic maneuvers over with, waiting for 
the eventual ride-off or wide line the 
Japanese rider would have to take to 
keep the bike on the track. Once out of 
harm's way, D'Aluisio would squirt up 
the inside and blast by Mori - time and 
time again. 

"Chris very smart rider," Mori com- 
mented when asked about the race. 

“Т realized that Mori and I were just 
slowing each other down, so I 
motioned to him to get with it and we 
drafted and slingshot our way closer to 
Rich, but he was long gone," D'Aluisio 
said. 

True, by lap eight of 12 Oliver was 
already in finishing mode, clicking back 
into the high 2:22 lap times as he swiftly 
cut through backmarkers and headed 
home. Mori and D'Aluisio broke away 
from the pack, leaving Cornwell to joust 
with the mountain power machine of 
Mike Sullivan. 

Baldwin crashed out in a dice with 
Bill Himmelsbach while in 10th, sliding 
out unhurt in turn 14. 

Oliver remained in front, made no 
mistakes and took his fourth win of the 
season, and quite possibly a very strong 
move towards the AMA 250cc title. His 
thoughts after the race were about his 
soft engine. 

^We need to go to an airport, run it 
wide open for a mile, park, look at the 
plugs, change the jets, then go back the 
other way. My bike is so highly modi- 
fied that it just is not as variable as the 
stock machine would be. It has to be 
right on or it doesn't work well. Not real 
bad, but when it's right - it rips, espe- 
cially here." 

D'Aluisio made his by-now-patented 
move on Mori on the last lap, squeezing 
by for second place. "That's the first 
time all weekend that the bike has run 
right. I’m happy with second, consider- 
ing I was prepared to come in to the pit

lane on the second lap and make a jet- 
ting change. I owe a big thanks to Jim 
Lindeman and my crew. I let Mori lead 
on the last lap and waited for him to 
make a mistake. He did it in the kink 
and I rode by him." D'Aluisio com- 
mented that Mori, often criticized for 
his unsafe riding by D'Aluisio and oth- 
ers, rode well at Road America. “If he 
keeps riding like that we'll have no 
problems." 

Honda-mounted Mori made it the 
first three-manufacturer 250cc podium 
in memory and his best finish all year. 
Did his mid-race tussle with Sorensen 
and Cornwell cause him any problems? 
“No. They are tough guys. But I think I 
want to finish. I stayed on track. I want- 
ed to push, and get second. I tried so 
hard to pass Chris. Bridgestone tires 
work very good." CN

AMA/CCS НРА 600cc Supersport Series

ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 12 
n order to win close races at Road 
America you either have to enjoy 

L enough of an advantage to be able 
break the draft and run alone at the 
front, or you have to hope you can set 
yourself up for a draft pass up the hill 
that leads to the finish line. If you're 
Jamie James, you come up with some- 
thing entirely different. You bide your 
time and then you turn in the perfect 
last lap to give yourself just enough 
cushion to prevent the others from 
drafting past. 

The Vance & Hines Yamaha rider did 
just that on the final go-round in the 
600cc Supersport final at Road America. 
Running with the lead pack throughout, 
James clicked it up a notch on the run 
through the high-speed carousel and he 
was able to establish enough of a cush- 
ion to make the others race for second 
place. 

In the end, that position went to 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Steve Crevier. The 
Canadian finished just .784-of-a-second 
behind James, but it may as well have 
been a mile. There was simply nothing 
Crevier could do on the run up the hill 
toward the finish line, except keep the 
others behind him. 

Privateer Kawasaki rider Gerald Roth- 
man Jr. followed Crevier across the stripe 
for third place, just ahead of Muzzy 
Kawasakis' Tripp Nobles, the Smokin' 
Joe's Racing's Honda of Mike Smith, and 
the Princeton Honda/Hyd-Mech Saws/4 
& 6 Cycle-backed Honda of privateer Jon 
Cornwell. A short gap behind them came 
Team Chafong's Randy Renfrow, who 
had gotten the better of Smokin’ Joe's 
Mike Hale. Kinko's Thomas Wilson and 
privateer Robert Wright filled the 
remaining top 10 positions. 

James averaged 96.960 mph in taking 
his second win of the five-race-old 
series, and the likeable Louisianan sud- 
denly finds himself atop the heap in the 
ultra-close 600cc National Champi- 
onship. James has 156 points, just two 
points clear of a tie between Crevier and 
Smith at 154 points. Hale and Rothman 
round out the top five point scorers to 
this point in the season with 136 and 133 
points, respectively. 

As is the norm, the 600cc Supersport 
class featured close racing from top to 
bottom and it started with four riders 
heading into turn one side by side. The 
leader at the end of the first lap was 
Smith, with Canadian Owen Weichel 
tucked in behind on the Hyd-Mech 
Saws-backed Yamaha YZF600. 

“I was right there with Smith and I 
was thinking, "Dude, you're taking me 
to the podium,’ ^ Weichel said later. It 
was not to be, however, as Weichel ran 
into problems on the second lap when 





he slammed the cases of the Yamaha to ` 


the pavement, lifting the front wheel 
and sending him off the track. “It lifted 
the front tire and I fell down," Weichel 
explained. Not one to back down, the 
friendly Canadian battled back to finish 
an eventual 11th - not bad, considering 
the crash. 

By the time Weichel had departed 
from the lead group, James had taken 
over and led Crevier and Smith on the 
third lap. Rothman, Nobles and Jim 








Leslie were also in the lead pack with a 
slight gap back to Cornwell, who was 
on the move. 

Smith led across the stripe on the 
fourth lap; Crevier had a turn on lap 
five; James took over again on lap six; 
then it was Crevier again on lap seven; 
James once again on lap eight. On laps 
nine and ten Crevier led yet again, and 
on lap 11 James took control. 

The final lap was all James, and it 
was summed up best by Rothman: “It’s 
a matter of luck as to who’s going to be 
there at the end. He (James) railed it 
through the carousel and the kink. He 
cruised and we scrapped to the end for 
second, third, fourth...” 

James, as always, was modest in suc- 
cess: “I was in the right place at the right 
time,” he drawled. “I put in the quickest 
lap that I could. I believe that would 
have been the quickest lap of the race. It 
was a very, very good race. Everybody 
rode real sensible; it was a very profes- 
sional race.” 

“I had more top end,” Crevier said. 
“I just can't hang with them off the cor- 
ners. I tried gearing it differently, but 
then it's not as good on the straight. It's 
not doing me any favors in the infield. 
The traffic was incredible - but it was 
lapped traffic; it was our own. It was a 
real crapshoot - you just try. He (James) 
was in the right place at the right time." 

Smith was honest in his assessment 
of what happened: "To have won today, 
it would have taken some dramatic 
stuff. I wasn't up to it." сх

i there was some question follow- 
ing Tom Kipp’s first-ever 750сс 
Supersport victory at Laguna 


Seca Raceway as to whether or not the 
Ohioan’s comeback from injury was 











complete. After all, one win, a season 
does not make. Kipp erased those ques- 
tions at Road America by winning his 
second straight 750cc Supersport race, 
reasserting his position amongst the 
very best in Supersport racing. 

Kipp came out on top of a three-rider 
duel that went the distance at the fast 
and picturesque Road America. It was 
Kipp and his Yoshimura Suzuki vs. his 
teammate Britt Turkington and the 
Muzzy Kawasaki of Fred Merkel. The 
three fought throughout the 12-lap, 48- 
mile race, with Kipp edging Merkel by 
1.266 seconds. 

Turkington held on for third place 
after a last-lap braking gaff in turn five 
thwarted his chances of a final attempt 
for victory. Still, the defending class 
champion was able to hold on for third - 
keeping damage to his championship 
points lead to a minimum. After five of 
10 rounds, Turkington leads new sec- 
ond-place man Kipp by 17 points, 162- 
145. Jason Pridmore, sixth today, is third 
with 141 points, 10 clear of James Ran- 
dolph, seventh at Road America, and 16 
ahead of Gerald Rothman Jr., the fourth- 
place finisher. Merkel vaulted himself to 
sixth in the series with his second-place 
finish. 

The race began, as usual, with the 
fast-starting Turkington leading the 
pack down the fast back straight and 
into the left-hand turn five. Kipp and 
Merkel were in tow, leading a second 
group that consisted of Rothman, Prid- 
more, Jim Leslie, Randolph, Aaron Yates 
and Owen Weichel. 

By the end of the first lap, the lead 
trio had pulled clear of a second group 
of three - Rothman, Pridmore and Ran- 
dolph. That gap started to stretch imme- 
diately and at this point it became clear 
that the race would be won by either 
Turkington, Merkel or Kipp. All three 
riders took turns leading the race: Kipp 
on lap two; Turkington laps three 
through nine; Merkel on lap 10 - much 
to the delight of the pro-Merkel Road 
America crowd. 

It came down to the final lap, with 
Turkington over-exerting himself out of 
contention in turn five. As the three flew 
down the hill, Turkington held second 
behind Kipp, but the Texan waited too 
long before getting on the brakes - and 
his momentum carried him way wide in 
the left-hander. 

“I just ran it in too deep," Turkington 
said later. 

Merkel snuck underneath, and he 
and Kipp pulled clear. Though the Cali- 
fornian was able to stay close to Kipp, 
he knew he was beaten. 

"There was no way I could pull those 
guys on the straightaway - much less up 
a hill," Merkel said later. "That's all she 
had. They had to make a mistake and I 
had to do it perfect." 

Was his bike that much slower than 
the Suzukis? 

"Ask them," Merkel said. 

“I think the Suzuki had a little more 
top end," Kipp answered. 

"It was a fantastic race," two-time 
winner Kipp said. "There were a lot of 
lead changes and a lot of passes for sec- 
ond and third. And it was nice and safe. 
I wasn't sure how it was going to 
unfold; it was hard to come up with a 
strategy." 

"There is no strategy in this class," 
Merkel added. "I'm really proud of 
Tom. At the December tire test he didn't 
have a job. Now he's won the two most 
important races. I really wanted to win 
Laguna Seca and here, but if I couldn't 
win, I'm glad Tom won. I think having 
Tom back in the class has upped the 
tempo." 

The race for fourth ended up being a

lonely one for Rothman. The Kawasaki- 
mounted privateer pulled clear from the 
group behind him, but couldn't make an 
impression on the lead trio. 
Kinko's-backed Pridmore and Team 
Suzuki Sport's Randolph were locked in 
a duel for most of the race, but they 
were caught by Pridmore's teammate 
Thomas Wilson on the sixth lap. At the 
finish it was Wilson edging his team- 
mate, with Randolph taking seventh. 
Yates, Jim Leslie - who ran straight at 
least twice in turn five - and Weichel 
rounded out the top-10 finishers. сх

Road America a new game was intro- 
duced during the Harley-Davidson 883 
Twin Sport final: hogs and slammers. 

The victor in this one was Bartel’s 
Harley-Davidson’s Shawn Higbee as 
he used his Hog to out-slam the 
Mitchell’s Modesto H-D of Matt Wait 
in the first corner on the final lap. The 
pair came together in the fast turn one, 
with Wait coming out the loser as the 
gear shift lever was torn off his 883 
Sportster, sending him off the track 
and unable to continue with the bike 
stuck in neutral. 

That allowed Higbee to run unmo- 
lested to the checkered flag for his third 
win of the series and his third win in a 
row. Wait, meanwhile, was credited 
with finishing 17th. 

But wait. In Harley-Davidson Twin 
Sport racing it is no longer a question of 
“Did anyone get disqualified?” It is 
more of a question of “Who got disqual- 
ified?” and “15 that all?” 

This time it was Wait who got nailed 
for what is known as “cylinder modifi- 
cations.” The answer to the question, “Is 
that all?” was again, no. The second 
man to get disqualified was 10th-place 
finsher Jeff Harding. The New Yorker 
threw caution to the wind and went 
ahead and used a 1200cc engine in the 
883cc-spec class - and to top things off, 
he was also caught without an alterna- 
tor. According to the AMA’s Merrill 
Vanderslice, the AMA was tipped off 
about the two by unusually high speeds 
on the radar gun. “You might say they 
were microwaved,” Vanderslice said. 

When all was said and done, it was a 
pair of Wisconsinites finishing second 
and third with Billy Graef and his 
Hansen Motorcycles-backed 883 holding 
off the advances of Hal’s H-D’s Andy 
Fenwick as they raced to the flag. Fourth 
place went to Brian’s Harley-Davidson’s 
Ronald McGill, who crossed the line just 
behind the two locals. Those three were 
also involved in a little game of hogs 
and slammers during the seven-lap, 28- 
mile race. 

Defending class champion and 21-

time AMA/CCS Harley-Davidson 883 
Twin Sport class winner Scott Zampach 
did not finish the race after his “back- 
up” 883 ran into “detonation problems” 
during the final. This came after his 

“number one” bike hit a similar snag 
during Sunday morning 's final practice 
session. 

Zampach’s non-finish boosted Hig- 
bee’s lead in the championship to 23 
points as the series reached its halfway 
point, 169-146, Fenwick moved to with- 
in three points of Zampach with 143 
points, and Graef jumped up to fourth 
in the standings with 116. 

It was Fenwick leading the way from 
the start, but it was Higbee taking over 
as they headed up the hill towards turn 
six. Four riders were locked together at 
the end of the first lap: Fenwick leading, 
Zampach, Higbee and Aaron Yates. 
Then there was a gap back to Graef, 
with another break to McGill and then 
Wait. Yates took the lead for the first 
time in turn five, coming from fourth to 
first in rather heroic fashion. Yates con- 
tinued to lead as they completed lap 
two; it was at this point that Zampach 
started to drop off the pace. A lap later 
he would call it a day, coasting to a stop 
at the end of the pit wall. 

Wait became a factor at the end of the 
third lap as he moved up to third, fol- 
lowing Yates and Higbee. Those three 
were clear of the pack behind them, a 
battle that would go to the finish 
between Graef, Fenwick and McGill. 

Wait took the lead for the first time 
on the fourth lap at almost the same 
time Yates pulled off with a mechanical 
failure. Now the race would be decided 
between Wait and Higbee and it all 
came down to the final lap - and the 
turn-one drama. 

“It was the white-flag lap,” explained 


Higbee, who had his hand wrapped due ` 


to an injury he suffered in Saturday’s 
Middleweight Team Challenge. “We 
went into one and I was on the outside 
and he (Wait) was on the inside. I had to 
hold my ground and we went through 
the corner side by side. We collided at

the apex and apparently he got off line 
and went off. I feel really bad for him - 
his bike was really fast; he deserved to 
be up there.” 

Naturally, Wait's version differed: 
^Me and Shawn had it in the bag," the 
Modesto, California, resident said. "He 
was trying to outbrake me in corners 
you don't do that in. I had the line and 
he came down in front of me. He hit me 
and it broke my shift shaft. It was stuck 
in neutral. I spoke to Speedy (Kell, the 
AMA referee), but I don't think they'll 
do anything. They want Shawn to have 
the points because they're probably 
afraid that Zampach will win the cham- 
pionship again. 

"That would have been my best 
result. The bike was running good. I fig- 
ured we had a nice one-two finish. He 
(Higbee) said he thought we had room." 

Fenwick was pleased with the out- 
come: “We were passing a couple of 
times per lap," Fenwick said. "Ron 
(McGill) was in over his head and slow- 
ing us up. We had a big dog fight and I 
was in the best seat." 

For Graef it was his first-ever Twin 
Sport podium finish: "I was hanging 
back to see what was happening in the 
turns. In the end, it was just enough - 
about a wheel I think."

Nobles, 
Sohwa - 
power isn’t 
everything

ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 12 
evin Erion and his Erion Racing 
crew brought the one ingredient 
they thought was needed for 

victory at Elkhart Lake's Road America: 

power. Erion's CBR900RR was definite- 
ly the fastest motorcycle at Road Ameri- 
ca, but it was a fully sorted and superi- 
or-handling Muzzy Kawasaki ZX9 that 
beat the class champion Honda - putting 
an end to the assumption that power 
ultimately rules in Wisconsin. In the 
end, Tripp Nobles and Tiger Sohwa 








won the Unlimited Challenge race, with 
former champion Fastline / МСМ Suzuki 
dominating the podium, taking both 
second and third placings. Kawasaki's 
margin of victory was 4.308 seconds, 
and their win vaulted them to a two- 
point lead in the championship points 
standings over Fastline/MCM. 

“It's good to be back; it feels really 
good,” Nobles said afterwards. “I'd like 
to thank Rob Muzzy and my crew for all 
the support they've given me. We did 
real well at Daytona, but then we ran 
into some problems with the bike, just 
small little problems that bugged us for 
two races, but now we're back." 

Nobles and his Japanese teammate 
Sohwa averaged 100.205 mph. The Fast- 
line machine of Tommy Lynch and 
Jacques Guenette Jr. was a click behind 
at 100.085 mph. 

As mentioned, Erion Racing had big 
power at Road America. Several radar 
guns caught the svelte Honda at over 
170 mph while cresting the hill that 
leads to the front straight; once as high“ 
as 177 mph at another section. For com- 
parison, the factory superbikes were 
caught at 168 mph at the same area. 
After the Unlimited Team Challenge at 
Laguna Seca, Erion Racing fabricator 
Danny Kyle lengthened the 900's 
swingarm in hopes of keeping the front 
end planted, but the big Honda would 
still loft the front wheel at will, even at 
triple digit speeds! 

Lynch started off for the Fastline/ 
MCM team, Sohwa for the Muzzy 
Kawasaki team, and Barnes for the 
Erion Honda duo. Before the race, most 
of the competitors thought that just 
staying with the big Honda would be a 
difficult proposition as many of the 
Suzuki and Yamaha teams could draft 
the Erion racing machine, but passing 
would be difficult - if not impossible. 
Although three brands of motorcycles 
dominated the front row, the entire sec- 
ond row of the grid was filled by Yama- 
ha FZR1000/750 machines 

After being held up by the starter for 
a few moments longer than normal, 
Michael Barnes blew the start, the bike 
almost dying on the line when the 
Honda coughed. Luckily, he was not 
nailed by Blackhawk Racing's Shawn 
Higbee who wheelied past him to chase 
the pack into turn one. Higbee was not 
alone in the chase as Barnes recovered 
nicely, simply twisting the throttle to the 
stops to catapult into the lead. By the 
end of the first lap, Barnes had a six- 
bike-length lead and was pulling away 
at about a half-second a lap. "I could do 
21s (1:21 lap times) all day long and 
could certainly go faster if provoked," 
Barnes said. 

Sohwa and Road America specialist 
Scott Zampach, who nailed the start on 
the other Fastline Machine, struggled to 
stay with him. Barnes clicked back to a 
2:22 pace, allowing the Kawasaki and 
Suzuki to close. Zampach passed Sohwa 
as he and ex-teammate Barnes screamed 
to a small advantage, with Lynch right 
on Sohwa's heels. Barnes and: Zampach, 
not wishing to race with each other, set- 
tled into a comfortable pace. Sohwa 
would continue to ride to keep them 
honest. 

Sohwa said afterwards, "This... 
ah...very fast race track!" 

By the one-third mark, Barnes and 
Zampach led intermittently, with Sohwa 
and Dutchman rider Miles Baldwin 
chasing. Team Dominator's Stephen 
Vlasblom broke into the top 10, as 
would Higbee, nursing a swollen hand 
from the previous day's Middleweight 
crash. Two local teams - the Eau Claire 
Cycle entry of Cory Ruppert, and Fox 
Valley Racing (Billy Joe Fehrman and 








Rod Borsche) from Appelton - battled 
each other for Wisconsin bragging 
rights. 

Just before the mandatory rider 
change/pit, Barnes felt some chatter 
from the rear. It had been a point of dis- 
cussion in the Erion pits prior to the race 
as to what compound Bridgestone slick 
the team would mount for the race. 
Pegram and Barnes had used a soft- 
compound slick for practice and liked 
the traction offered, but once the sun 
heated the track surface they wondered 
if the slick would last for an entire hour 
of abuse. A medium-compound slick 
would be mounted on the rear wheel, 
and even that would not last. 

Lynch ran close to Sohwa and looked 
very relaxed at the controls of the Fast- 
line 1 machine. Suddenly he started los- 
ing pressure from the front brake lever, 

| as master cylinder problems had 
allowed air into the system. Lynch 
clicked back a notch and tried to remedy 
the problem with the brakes. The prob- 
lem would not be fixed until the rider 
change. Once the Fastline crew threw 
some tools at the brakes and Guenette 
grabbed the clip-ons, Fastline MCM was 
back in business. 

Wanting to get a look at the rear tire, 
Barnes pitted and screamed to Pegram, 
"Larry! Larry! It's chattering a little from 
the rear. Do you want to swap rubber?” 
Pegram looked to the crew and they 
stared back, Kevin Erion leaping for the 
air impact. “No, I'll ride it,” answered 
Pegram, mounting the bike and launch- 
ing back into the race. 

Sohwa pitted for a fuel-only stop 
with Nobles leaping on the ZX9 and 
fighting for the lead once the Fastline 
teams pitted for rider swaps. When 
everything should have been going 
smoothly and all riders forming their 
strategies for strong finishes, Pegram, 
chasing Nobles, found himself forced off 
the track by a slower rider and out of 
the race for the lead just a few laps after 
pitting. The tire went off and nearly 
shook Pegram from the saddle amidst a 
ride-off in turn six, forcing him to take a 
strange line and almost collide with 
another machine. Pegram kept the 
CBR900RR up and running, joining the 
pack again in fifth place. But the power 
in the world could not save the Honda 
team now as he was well back from the 
leaders. 

Guenette ripped past for the lead 
with Dutchman rider Scott Gray, James 
Randolph on the Fastline II machine and 
Nobles all fighting to overtake him. 
Randolph laid down some fast laps and 
created a very small advantage. After a 
few moments of thought while stretch- 
ing the throttle cables along the front 
straight, Nobles decided to run him 
down rather than settle for points. 

With 15 minutes remaining, Nobles 
was only a few seconds behind Ran- 
dolph. In striking contrast to other 
Muzzy projects, the Kawasaki seemed 
down on power to the Suzuki and 
Honda competitors. Nobles agreed say- 
ing: "We're down quite a bit in terms of 











power; I can draft them but cannot pass 
and they can draft and pass me at will. 
But Rob has that thing handling like it's 
on rails; it just hammers from turn one 
to turn five and in the carousel. That's 
our advantage." 

Carbon brakes and an Ohlins front 
end aided the chassis, the Muzzy team 
just getting them fitted to the ZX9R in 
time for Elkhart. 

After dicing for three laps, Nobles 
and Randolph decided to see who actu- 
ally had what. Coming out of the last 
turn running up the hill to the front 
straight, both drove hard from the last 
corner and separated from one another, 
screaming up the hill and onto the 
straight side by side. Pushing their own 
air, the two seemed to be quite close, and 
it was only on the exit to turn one that 
Randolph took the lead. Nobles would 
have it back again as the pair screamed 
into turn five a few moments later. Fur- 
ther back in the pack, Keystone/North- 
star racer Gary Lenzmier crashed in the 
gravel through turn six, unhurt. 

Nobles would hold a very slim mar- 
gin to the flag after encountering a small 
problem getting around the Fastline/ 
MCM machine as Fastline II slowed to 
allow Fastline I to catch and pass them. 

Nobles explained that he had plenty 
of respect for Randolph: "He's pretty 
big but I tell you what, he's gonna be a 
player pretty soon. I had a heck of time 

ing around him a couple of times." 

Nobles and the number 17 Kawasaki 
crossed the finish line with the win, giv- 
ing the Muzzy team the points lead they 
held after at Daytona. "We're shooting 
for the championship, so the win is 
important. I'm really happy to be back 
racing in America with Rob," Nobles 
said. єх

The Moto Liberty riders - Michael 
Barnes and Japanese terror Takahito 
Mori - dominated the second half of the 
race after a red flag interrupted the one- 
hour event. Northwest Racing finished 
second and Jam Plan Racing ended up 
third. 

With Moto Liberty's team transporter 
broken down in St. Louis, Missouri, 
Barnes installed the GTU engine in a 
street-bike chassis - while on the side of 
the road no less - and rode the bike for 
eight hours to Road America. 

“And I am very grateful to the local 
authorities for their understanding," 
said Barnes with a wry smile. Seems he 
was stopped for exceeding the posted 
speed limit on at least two occasions and 
after explaining his situation to police, 
he was allowed to continue. 

The race started with fairly ominous 
skies covering the grid. Moto Liberty, on 
the pole, sat beside AGV Racing. It was 
the AGV team who grabbed the 
holeshot, with noted twins rider Kiyo 
Watanabe moving in behind him on the 
Honda 750 twin. Watanabe had crashed 
hard in practice for the race, but the fall 
did not seem to hinder his initial charge. 
Barnes didn't wait long to flex his riding 
prowess; he moved to the front with 
Jamie Bowman and the Team Technolo- 
gy Honda F2 just behind. 

One of the more interesting teams 
racing at Road America was the Jicarilla 
Apache Racing team with riders Rad 
Graves, Roy David and Roy Nichelson 
being sponsored by the Jicarilla Apache 
tribe, itself. They, too, would run up 
front with AGV, Moto Liberty and 
Watanabe. 

After seven laps, Bowman had a 
slight lead and he stretched that by a 
second and a half when AGV and J&S 
Racing touched in turn four, with J&S 
coming out on the losing end of that 
altercation. Barnes began to run down 
Bowman at this point, and after 20 min-

utes he had passed him and started to 
pull away. Bowman gave chase, but 
when the pair came up on American 
Flyers rider Todd Harrington, problems 
ensued. Harrington, a lap behind, raced 
with the pair and held off Barnes for 
several laps. 

"Todd helped me out unintentionally 
by racing with Jamie (Bowman) and let- 
ting me get away," Barnes said. "He 
apologized to us for the mistake later so 
it's no problem." 

The great lead Barnes had worked so 
hard for was. all for naught. On the 10th 
lap, Team Watanabe rider Lee Shierts 
crashed in turn five and the race was 
stopped. Shierts was transported to a 
local hospital and was later released. 

The mandatory rider change would 
not happen for most teams as they had 
changed riders during the short break 
and the grid reformed in their original 
positions - much to the displeasure of 
Canadian Owen Weichel of Jam Plan, 
who had made a fantastic charge to the 
front from row seven. 

Moto Liberty rider Mori took over for 
Barnes and wasted little time in moving 
the number one machine to the front. 
Northwest Racing - with Dean Mizdal at 
the controls - closed to within just a few 
lengths of Mori, but couldn't pass him. 
Suddenly Jam Plan made its way into 
second. Jim Leslie also tried to run Mori 
down on the white flag lap - and he 
almost pulled it off. Moto Liberty's mar- 
gin of victory was a scant .168-of-a-sec- 
ond. 

Team АСУ led the points race com- 
ing into the fifth round of the series at 
Road America, but Shawn Higbee 
crashed on the last lap, dropping the 
team to 25th in the final finishing order. 
But, they still lead the series standings 
by seven points over Northwest Racing, 
third today, 133-126. Moto Liberty jumps 
to third in the standings with 116 points. 

"That was a borrowed street motor 
from a Moto Liberty customer and it 
wasn't really that strong," Barnes said. 
"We were about equal with Bowman in 
terms of power - maybe a little more on 
top with the carbs that we're using. I'm 
happy that Mori could just get on and 
hammer from the restart. That's his job, 
and he does it well." CN

AMA Camel Supercross Series

LAS VEGAS, CA, JUNE 11 

s the time ap- 
proached for the 
sweltering series 
finale to get un- 
derway in "Sin 
City," Jeremy Mc- 
Grath was busy 
starring in a 1-800- 
COLLECT commercial in the Honda pits. 
While the cameras rolled, McGrath - in 
moto regalia and sitting astride his Skip 
Norfolk-tuned Honda CR250 - held the 
handpiece of a makeshift payphone. The 
Californian seemed a natural actor, 
laughing comfortably and chatting away 
so convincingly that a casual observer 
would not realize there was no one on 
the other end of the line. 

But a little later, when the gate 
dropped for the long, 20-lap main event, 
McGrath's performarice was even more 
masterful. One take was all the champ 
needed to pull the holeshot and lead 
from start to finish, meeting the checkers 
well over 20 seconds ahead of his nearest 








competitor. It was the perfect way to put 
an exclamation point on a stellar sopho- 
more season for the Honda/1-800-COL- 
LECT superstar, and - like his acting 
debut earlier in the day - was irrefutable 
proof that McGrath is a natural. 

As strange as it may sound, McGrath 
could actually use the shot of confidence 
he got in Vegas. Sure, he had clinched his 
second Camel Supercross crown in as 
many tries one week earlier, but he had 
finished second at that same competition, 
extending his losing streak to three races 
- the longest of his 250cc career. 

"There are a couple of races I should 
have won," said McGrath. "I've been 
backing off a little, and I didn't want to 
do that this time. I’m number 15 again. 
That's how I need to ride and that's how 
I rode tonight." (McGrath's number was 
15 last year, when he won a record 10 
main events in his rookie year). 

The win was the 19th of McGrath's 
career and his ninth of the season. If he 
can match that performance next year, he 
will tie the all-time supercross win record 
of 28 - held by Rick Johnson. 

Finishing a distant second was Team 
Kawasaki's Mike LaRocco - the winner of 





last week's race in San Jose. The 500cc 
National MX Champion lost substantial 
time working through traffic, and contin- 
ued to fall back even after he was in sec- 
ond. "Actually, he (McGrath) was riding 
a little smoother than me tonight," said 
LaRocco. "At first I thought I might be 
able to chase him down, but I had a little 
trouble getting through traffic. It took a 
lot out of me." 

Still, LaRocco's finish was good 
enough to secure second place in the 
final point standings - not exactly what 
he had in mind half a year ago at round 
one, but an impressive finish to his best- 
yet supercross season, nonetheless. 

LaRocco's teammate Mike Kiedrows- 
ki - the defending 250cc National MX 
Champion - placed third on the night, 
matching his finish in the final point 
standings. As he has for much of the sea- 
son, the "MX Kied" started poorly and 
had to work through traffic as the leaders 
pulled away. Like LaRocco, Kiedrowski 
had planned on a supercross title before 
the season got underway. Such plans 
often undergo unscheduled changes 
when you're a competitor of McGrath's. 

"Eventually things will go my way,"

said Kiedrowski. “111 get a good start 
and be up there running with Jeremy - 
putting оп a great show. I'll try again next 
year. You have to keep charging, or you 
ain't going to get anywhere - that's my 
motto. It was a great year." 

Yamaha privateer Jeff "Chicken" 
Matiasevich - winner of the 1990 Las 
Vegas Supercross - finished an impres- 
sive fourth this time around, ending the 
series with his best finish since 1991. 
Team Honda/1-800-COLLECT's Doug 
Henry finished fifth, one spot ahead of 
Factory Yamaha rider Jeff Emig. 
Honda/1-800-COLLECT's Steve Lamson 
finished seventh despite a lap-one crash, 
that had put him in last place, while the 
remaining top-10 positions were filled 
out by Team Suzuki's newly crowned 
125cc East Coast Champion Ezra Lusk, 
Team Noleen/Sizzler/Yamaha's Larry 
Ward and Las Vegas resident Jimmy 
Gaddis. 

Not quite as long at 15 laps - but 
much more closely fought - was the 
125сс Western Regional series finale. 
Ryan Hughes gave Team SplitFire/Hot 
Wheels/ Kawasaki their second win in as 
many weeks, providing some consola- 
tion for losing the title they've held for 
three years to Team Suzuki's Damon 
Huffman - second in Las Vegas. Hughes 
and Huffman had collided and taken 
each other out at the previous round, and 
they fought tooth and nail through much 
of the Silver Bowl main event. 

“I won three races, and Damon was 
expected to win all of them," said Hugh- 
es. “I had some problems earlier in the 
year when my dad passed away, and it 
took me a while to recover from that. I 
feel like I'm riding great right now. It 
was a tough race, and I knew I was in 
good shape, so I'm glad I got to prove 
that I've been training." 

Hughes' teammate Pedro Gonzalez, 
who one week earlier had become the 
first Mexican national ever to win a 125cc 
main event, finished third after leading 
momentarily, sewing up second place in 
the final point standings. Honda of 
Troy's Craig Decker was fourth ahead of 
Suzuki rider David Pingree.

Lamson and McGrath won the two 
heat races, Matiasevich and Team Yama- 
ha's Mike Craig topped the semis, and - 
to the delight of his hometown crowd - 
Gaddis claimed the Last Chance Qualifi- 
er. 

McGrath holeshot the main event and 
immediately pulled ahead. By lap three 
he had put over four seconds on second- 
place rider Matiasevich, and by the time 
LaRocco arrived in second on lap five, 
McGrath's advantage was nearly seven 
seconds. Kiedrowski and Team 





Honda/1-800-COLLECT's Jeff Stanton 
had both suffered poor starts, while Lam- 
son went down in the whoops on lap one 
and was working his way forward. 

The long track put lap times around 
the one-minute, 20-second range, and 
traffic quickly began to spread out. 
McGrath's advantage was over 10 sec- 
onds at the midway point, by which time 
many of the fans had begun to leave the 
Stadium. McGrath lapped 12th-place 
rider Stanton five laps later, and went on 
to win by over 20 seconds. He pulled two 
nac-nacs on the final circuit, but was 
clearly exhausted when the race was 
over. 

^Well, I'm really tired, I know that," 
panted McGrath. "I'm glad to win again. 
It was a lot tougher this year, that's for 
sure. Those guys were prepared, and it 
wasn't easy. I hope it's easier next year." 

LaRocco recovered from a fifth-place 
start to finish a distant.second, while 
Kiedrowski recovered from a midpack 
start to take the show position. “There 
were a couple slick spots out there," said 
Kiedrowski. "They made it a little tight 
in spots, and it was kind of hard to pass, 
but it was nice and long. It was probably 
one of the better Las Vegas tracks we've 
had over the years." 

Matiasevich rode his best race of the 
year, slipping only two positions from 
his second-place start, while Henry rode 
a steady race for fifth.

Decker won the first heat after a tough 
battle with Gonzalez. Hughes easily won 
heat two, and Suzuki rider Greg Schnell 
topped the Last Chance Qualifier. 

Hughes pulled the holeshot in the 
main, with Gonzalez close behind. Huff- 
man was third, and the trio immediately 
began to wage war for the lead. Huffman 
tripled by Gonzalez on lap three, but the 
Mexican then utilized a corner to sneak 
by both Huffman and Hughes. Huffman 
responded with an aggressive move that 
put him in the lead. 

As the riders left the stadium on the 
next circuit, Hughes reclaimed the top 
Spot, which he held until lap nine. Huff- 
man passed him at that point, and the 
two over-leapt a jump before the "Super- 
Jump," slamming into the uphill face. 
Hughes regained the lead, and when 
Huffman and lapper Shane Trittler

Vegas, Nevada, Runnin’ Rebels. Those 
fans were treated to a course that many riders 
described as the best of the year, thanks in part 
to an obstacle that was tried out for the first time 
by the promoting Mickey Thompson Entertain- 
ment Group. Reminiscent of the Los Angeles 
Coliseum's peristyle jump, the “KOMP 92.3 
SuperJump” took riders out of the stadium 
momentarily - via a double over the facility’s 
heavily reinforced locker room - before launch- 
ing them back into sight of the appreciative fans. 
The section left more room on the stadium floor, 
and provided the longest track of the year. 

With the high lap times and the high mercury 
levels, conditioning played a major factor in the 
race - and we're not talking about air condition- 
ing. At the completion of the 26-and-a-half- 
minute-long 250cc main event (nearly seven 
minutes longer than last year's race), McGrath, 
LaRocco and Kiedrowski all were completely

clashed on lap 11 (see sidebar), Hughes 
pulled ahead to a comfortable win. Gon- 
zalez was third and Decker fourth.

We were all racing really 
hard, but there wasn't any dirty riding 
out there. It was a good race." 

41 rode my heart out,” said Huffman.

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Round 3: Baja 500 








Team Green SEIZES Baja victory

ENSENADA, B.C., MEXICO, JUNE 3 

t is said that more is better, but 

when it comes to winning the Baja 

500, it seems that less is best. 

You see, after scanning the pre- 

race entry list for this year’s Tecate 
SCORE Baja 500, it became very evident 
that there was enough talent filling the 
starting grid on Boulevard Lazaro Car- 
denaz in Ensenada that any one of at 
least 10 teams had a realistic chance of 
winning this year’s race. But, as is the 
case with just about any long-distance, 
endurance-type competition, the winner 
is perhaps more often than not deter- 
mined by those who experience the least 
amount of difficulty. 

Take Paul Krause and Ted Hunnicutt 
Jr. for example - two extremely fast off- 
road racers that pretty much breezed to 
victory unscathed. "The race was pretty 
uneventful, nothing really went wrong," 
said Krause, who, along with Hunni- 
cutt, rode a Team Green-backed 
Kawasaki KX500 across the finish line in 
first place after the long 465.30-mile 
race. "No problems," he said. 

Well, not exactly no problems, but 
close enough. 

"The bike tried to tie itself up (seize) 
on the pavement, but Ted caught it just 
in time," said team manager Mark John- 
son. 

Hunnicutt had to "cruise down the 
pavement to keep it going," but the 
engine soon freed itself up and per- 
formed flawlessly, though slightly down 
on power, the rest of the race. Despite a 
couple of crashes along the way, the 
Krause/Hunnicutt team crossed the fin- 
ish line in a winning time of nine hours, 
17 minutes and 16 seconds, averaging 
just over 50 mph. As well as beating all 
of the motorcycle teams, they also beat 
the winning four-wheel vehicle, a Ford 
F-150 driven by Dave Ashley of San 
Bernardino, California, by over one hour 
and 11 minutes. The first vehicle to actu- 
ally cross the line just ahead of Ashley 
was a Porsche-powered car driven by 
Pat Dean, but he was later disqualified 
for running over motorcycle Class 30 
competitor Scott Nolind, who was hospi- 
talized with a badly broken leg. 

Despite being the third motorcycle to 
take the checkered flag, the Larry Roe- 
seler/Garth Sweetland Class 22 team, 
aboard a Kawasaki KLX650 four-stroke, 
ended up second overall - but not with- 
out their share of problems - in the final 
standings with an elapsed time of 
09:21:15, averaging 49.743 mph. Another 
Class 22 Kawasaki entry, made up of 
Italian Davide Trolli and former Baja 
1000 winner and 1982 250cc MX World 
Champion Danny LaPorte, finished 
third (09:22:43/49.613 mph), less than 
two minutes off Roeseler and Sweet- 
land's pace. 

The first non-Kawasaki machine on 
the leader board was a modified XR628 
ridden by Team Honda's Chuck Miller 
and Charles Halcomb. The duo complet- 
ed the dry and dusty race in 09:23:08, 
with a 49.576 mph speed average. 

Rounding out the top five aboard 
another XR628 thumper was Bob Rutten 








and former motocrosser Drey Dircks 
(09:42:07 /47.960 mph). 

The first sub-500cc motorcycle to take 
the checkered flag, in seventh overall, 
was a Yamaha WR250 piloted by Tex 
Mitchel and Fred Willert. Mitchel and 
Willert celebrated the Class 21 win over 
Kawasaki riders Jason Kawell and Steve 
Hengeveld, who finished ninth overall. 
There were no Class 20 (125cc) starters. 

Without surprise, the seemingly 
unbeatable duo of 40-year-old Rex Stat- 
en and 35-year-old Dan Worley topped 
Class 30 (age 30 and over) again, posting 
the 11th-fastest overall time of 10:27:50, 
averaging 44.467 mph. 

Forty-one-year-old Eizaburo Kara- 
sawa, from Japan, soloed the race in 
10:46:47 for 12th overall and topped the 
over-40 class (Class 40) aboard a 1991 
Honda XR600. 

Leroy "Skip" Crew, 53, and Joel 
Parker, 52, finished 26th overall in 
12:06:13 on a Kawasaki KLX650 and 
scored the Class 50 victory. 

A total of 44 motorcycle teams start- 
ed the event in Ensenada, with 32 mak- 
ing it to the finish line. 

The first bike off the line was the 


number 2X machine of Miller and Hal- 
comb. At 6:01 a.m., Miller powered his 
team's XR628 into the lead and took 
advantage of the dust-free (at least for 
him) conditions. "It's a real advantage 
starting up front," said Miller. “It’s been 
a while since we've (Team Honda) had 
that advantage." 

But closing ground rapidly on Hun- 
nicutt and Miller was another Honda 
team of Johnny Campbell and Jeff Capt. 

Capt started out for his team, and 
approximately 225 miles later the duo 
had physically caught up to Hunnicutt, 
were within earshot of Miller, and were 
leading on adjusted time. "We were up 
by about three minutes (adjusted) at one 
point," said Campbell. I got on the bike 
at El Alamo and passed the (Dan) 
Aschcraft bike, Dave Ondas and 
LaPorte. I came in at Ojo Negros right 
behind Hunnicutt and Krause." 

“At one point, I had actually caught 
Krause the second time I was on the 
bike,” said Capt, “but he mudded me 
out. I didn’t have my Roll-Offs on 
because I didn’t think I’d need them. I 
never actually physically saw Miller, but 
I was told he was just up ahead.”

However, earlier in the race - at 
Honda's fourth pit - oil had been 
noticed on the engine case of Capt and 
Campbell's bike. "We basically thought 
it was the typical oil thing, you know, 
out of the breather hose or something 
like that." But by the time they had 
reached Honda's sixth pit, it was found 
that the oil had been caused by a crack 
that had developed on the right case 
near the base gasket. "The crack spread 
downward to the counter-balancer bear- 
ing," said Honda's team captain Bruce 
Ogilvie. ^We really don't know why it 
happened; it's very possible a rock 
could've come up off the front tire, or it 
was just metal fatigue." 

As a result, vibration made the bike 
nearly unrideable and all of the engine 
oil had soon blown out of the bike. Capt 
had no choice but to pull off the course 
before the engine inevitably locked up, 











and load the bike up in a truck at Valle 
de Trinidad. Their race was over. 

"I went about eight to 10 miles out of 
the sixth pit and oil was everywhere; 
once I knew we had a problem I backed 
off,” said Capt. “There was no point in 
continuing.” 

"It's frustrating," said Campbell. 
“We've been working on new stuff and 
the bike was working really well. It was 
just a freak thing. We haven't had a case 
break in years." 

"Yeah, it's a little disappointing, but 
the bike performed excellently," said 
Capt. "We just ran into a little problem - 
that's racing. It just happened." 

While Campbell and Capt were deal- 
ing with their problems, Hunnicutt had 
closed in and soon passed Miller for the 
lead in one section of the race course 
that was run twice. 

"There was this 35-mile section that 
we ran twice - at 55-90 miles, and again 
at 250-280 miles," said Ogilvie. The sec- 
ond time through, the lead bikes became 
mixed in with the slower class cars 
going through the common section (55- 
90 miles) for the first time. The road 
here is narrow with tall bushes lining 
the road. Chuck got stuck behind a 
truck and got dusted out - he just 
couldn't get by it. Somehow, Teddy 
(Hunnicutt) got through and passed 
Chuck there." 

“When Halcomb handed the bike 
over to me just before then (before get- 
ting stuck behind the truck), we noticed 
that the chain slide on the swingarm 
and been thrown off - that took an extra 
minute and a half that we hadn't count- 
ed on," said Miller. "The total pit cost us 
three-and-a-half minutes. When I left 
the pits, Ted was just one-minute and 
15-seconds behind me. Eight miles later 
we joined the cars, and a car pulled in 
right in front of me. I followed it for 
about eight miles. He was kicking up a 
lot of dust and I decided to play it smart 
and easy. I finally got around it, then 
caught up to another (car). When I 
moved to the right to pass him, he'd 
move to the right; when I went to the 
left, he went to the left. Then I went to 
the right again, then all of a sudden, 
Teddy blew by both of us on the left! I 
found out later, Ted caught up because 
he didn't have dust until he got into my 
dust. I finally got around the car and 
managed to stay in Ted's dust for a 
while. Then I struggled a little bit in the 
rocks." 

As the end of the race neared, it 
became apparent the top four positions 
would be determined in a sprint race to 
the finish, with the Krause and Hunni- 
cutt KX500 team leading the way; Hun- 
nicutt at the controls the last 100 miles. 

After being handed the Honda 
XR600 by Miller, Halcomb blew out of 
the last pits in second place - both physi- 
cally and on adjusted time - but had a 
monumental task ahead of him in order 
to take the win. Not only did he have to 
reel-in and pass Krause, but he also had 
to pull away and beat the Kawasaki 
KX500 by over a minute. Realistically, 
the Honda team was now racing to keep 
second place. 

When Miller handed off to Halcomb, 
their bike's rear tire was worn out and 
needed replacing, but they made the 
decision not to change it. 

"It was just too close; we couldn't 
waste any time. That would've ended 
our chances for sure," said Miller. 
“Charles took off, but struggled with the 
rear tire. As it turned out, when he fin- 
ished, the tire was literally bald. He 
crashed once and went off the road 
once. He struggled the whole last sec- 
tion keeping the bike on the course." 

Not far behind Halcomb, Kawasaki

riders Roeseler and Trol- 
li, who were involved in 
their own battle, were 
gaining ground on the 
traction-less Halcomb. 

Hunnicutt rode bril- 
liantly and was the first 
rider to take the check- 
ered flag in a trailer park 
in Santo Tomas, approxi- 
mately 20 miles south of 
Ensenada, and was, no 
doubt - along with Hun- 
nicutt - the overall win- 
ner on adjusted time. But 
the battle for second 
place was still up for 
grabs, even though Hal- 
comb's Honda was the second bike 
across the line. 

Now it was just a waiting game for 
the Honda team. Less than a minute 
later, Roeseler crossed the finish line on 
the KLX650, beating Miller and Hal- 
comb's elapsed time by one minute and 
53 seconds. Trolli rode up about 30 sec- 
onds later, dropping Miller and Hal- 
comb back one more position to fourth. 
Trolli and LaPorte's elapsed time was 
09:22:42; Miller and Halcomb's 09:23:08. 
Less than 30 seconds separated third 
from fourth. 


"It was a real exciting race; after nine 
hours of racing, the top four teams fin- 
ished within five minutes!" said Miller. 
“We might not've won, but we proved 
we're contenders again. Those guys 
(Team Kawasaki), as always, put in a 
great team effort." 

Roeseler and Sweetland's second- 
place finish was aided by National Hare 
& Hound Champion Danny Hamel, 
who began the race as Ty Davis' run- 
ning mate. While pre-running the event, 
Sweetland crashed and injured his wrist 
and thumb. Despite the injuries, Sweet- 





land started the race while Roeseler 
awaited the bike at El Alamo, but when 
Sweetland arrived he was in a lot of 
pain. 

"Garth hit a rock that he couldn't see 
in the dust in a sand wash," said team 
manager Johnson. 

At this point, it was obvious Sweet- 
land couldn't ride the rest of the race, 
but Roeseler took off nonetheless. 

Meanwhile, Hamel, who started for 
the Hamel/Davis team, suffered a major 
top-end seizure while still on the pave- 
ment just five miles into the race. With 
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the help of tuners Ron Heben, Johnson, 
Dave Pyle and Jim “Bones” Bacon, they 
managed to completely rebuild the top- 
end of the KX500 in well under 10 min- 
utes. But from the time the bike locked 
up to the time it re-fired with a “new” 
engine, the Davis/Hamel team had 
thrown away 24 valuable minutes to the 
leaders. 

With Sweetland sidelined, and Davis 
and Hamel having, for all intents and 
purposes, lost any chance of winning, 
team manager Mark Johnson had to do 
some quick shuffling. His number-one 
priority was getting the KLX650 four- 
stroke, as well as series points leader 
Hamel, to the finish, preferably near the 
front, so knowing that Sweetland was 
out and that Hamel and Davis were way 
back, Johnson decided to replace Sweet- 
land with Hamel, and let Davis ride solo 
pretty much the whole way. The plan 
obviously worked, and even Davis 
placed well in eighth overall, complet- 
ing the race in 09:54:50. 

“It was a long day,” said a tired 
Davis. “I don’t want to ride again for a 
long time.” 

Fifth overall was the Bob Rutten and 
Drey Dircks Honda team. Rutten was 
the last Class 22 rider off the line, but 
made a lot of passes before handing the 
bike off to Dircks, a former motocrosser. 
Dircks said he gained ground on Roesel- 
er before plowing into a rock hidden in 
the shadows of trees and lost 10 min- 
utes. The next 100 miles he held a steady 
pace all the way to Oasis, where a wheel 
was replaced and the frame straight- 
ened, costing them 15-20 minutes. 

The first 250cc machine across the 
line was piloted by Fred Willert, Steve 
“Tex” Mitchell and Jeff Martinez in sev- 
enth overall, one spot ahead of Davis. 

Willert had it easy: “I started and 
rode the first 28 miles (before handing 
off the Yamaha WR250 to Mitchel) then 
I went to the beach.” 

“I rode 190 miles in three sections,” 
said Mitchel of their team's ride. "I was 
five minutes down from the leader 
(Jason Kawell and Steve Hengeveld) 
and got off in the dust while going 
through the pine forest. I later passed 
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the second-place 250cc bike and handed 
(our) bike over to Martinez, and he 
made up another minute on the leaders. 
I got on the bike again coming into Ojos 
Negros and passed the Kawasaki (of 
Kawell and Hengeveld). There was a 
Quad in front of me and I couldn't get 
past it. It slowed me down enough so 
the Kawasaki passed me back. At the 
end of the pavement section, the 
Kawasaki had to pit and I passed it 
back. At our next pit at Cerro Colorado, 
we had to change a wheel and a filter 
and the Kawasaki went by again! Mar- 
tinez got on at Cerro Colorado and he 
put two minutes on the Kawasaki. I got 
on for the last time at Valle de 
Trinidad." 

Despite crashing a few more times, 
Mitchel said he still managed to put 
nine more minutes on Kawell and 
Hengeveld. At the finish, Mitchell's 
team officially stopped the clocks at 
09:51:39, and Kawell's team at 09:59:17 
for second place and ninth overall. 

Hengeveld said he fell off in the for- 
est and that Kawell's wrist, which he 
broke four weeks earlier, was bothering 


Kawell said, “I rode from the start to 
the second pit. We were four minutes 
ahead but we lost our time in the pine 
forest. I got back in the lead and rode 
into the section that we share with the 
cars. I was following one car and hit a 
rain ditch. I couldn't see anything and 
my bike cartwheeled. I had actually 
been running between two cars, so 
when I fell I knew that another car was 
back there. I just saw a tire and grabbed 
it to pull the bike off the course as quick- 
ly as possible." 

Tenth overall went to the third-place 
250cc team of Tim Morton, Brian 
Schmuckle and Brent Blount, aboard a 
Honda CR250. 

“Т had a bitchin’ day," said Morton. 
"| had a dice with Jeff Martinez. I don't 
know what happened to my partners - I 
think Brian crashed a couple of times." 

Despite a crash that broke their bike's 
clutch, Rex Staten, Early Roberts and 
Dan Worley locked up the Class 30 win, 
stopping the clocks in 10:27:50, averag-

ing 44.467 mph. Nine- 
teen minutes later, Eiz- 
aburo Karasawa, riding 
solo, crossed the finish 
line on his Honda 
XR600 to win the over- 
40 division, and four 
minutes later - two 
minutes back on adjust- 
ed time - came the 
fourth-place Class 21 
team of James Hender- 
son, Jim Loh and Joey 
Lane. 

“We crashed a cou- 
ple of times and got a 
flat," said Lane. "We 
were five minutes 
down after that. Loh 
started off and was run- 
ning good until we got 
a flat in the pine forest 
and had to sit in the 
Kawasaki pits for 30 
minutes. We didn't 
have the right wheels to 
fit. I had to take the front tire off the rim 
and do a complete tire change. We just 
played catch-up from there on."

AMA National Championship Enduro Series - 


Chalk up another for Hines

WRENTHAM, MA, JUNE 5 

assachusetts resident and 
former National Enduro 
champ Kevin Hines has 
always stated that he longs 
for the enduros of old - 
long, points-robbing sec- 
tions, where the riders are tested for 
both speed and stamina. He openly 
despises the current trend of short three 
or four mile MX type sections where 
speed is a more decisive factor. 

In Wrentham, Hines had the chance 
to show that he could not only talk the 
talk but could also walk the walk by 
winning what many of the riders 
agreed was the toughest enduro in 
which they’ve competed in a long time. 
And with his second win of the series, 
Hines reminded series points leader 
Steve Hatch, who finished second, that 
his apparent romp will not go unchal- 
lenged. 

Five-time National Enduro champ 
Randy Hawkins finished third, while 
Kelby Pepper and Mont Fairfax round- 
ed out the top five overall. 

The King Philip Trail Riders and trail 
boss Steve Vanasse put together a very 
demanding 110-mile (ground miles) 
course that would definitely test the 
nearly 200 entrants. 

It was quite apparent that Hines was 
on a mission, propelling his CRE into a 
lead that he would never relinquish. 
Although Suzuki's Hatch put in a 
valiant effort and was the only rider to 
keep his adversary - and the event 
leader - in sight all day, he would have 
his own problems in the form of reign- 
ing ECEA Champion Michael Lafferty. 
The youthful Team Green competitor

matched Hatch’s pace nearly all day 
and lingered dangerously close enough 
to keep him honest, until the combina- 
tion of heat and exhaustion dropped 
Lafferty out of the event. Lafferty’s 
departure allowed Hawkins to take sole 
control of third place. 

“I knew what I had to do here,” said 
winner Hines. “Despite what everyone 
thought, I didn’t let the pressure get to 
me, seeing as how this event is right 
down the road from my home. I’ve 
been in this game too long to let that 
sort of thing mess me up mentally. My 
plan was to get the jump on my com- 
petitors here in the first couple of sec- 
tions, because I felt that would be very 
important in the day’s final outcome 
and, as it turns out, it was.” 

Hines still had some problems early 
on. “I had to stop in the middle of the 
first section when I realized that I had 
made a mistake and failed to tighten 
my front brake lever. I made the deci- 
sion that if I didn’t stop and fix it, it 
would definitely fall off and possibly 
ruin my day.” 

Despite his unscheduled pit stop, 
Hines blitzed through the tight trails to 
be one of only two zeros at the first 
check; Hawkins claimed the other per- 
fect score. 

Also having early problems was 
1992 champ Jeff Russell, who experi- 
enced brake problems with his bike’s 
rear brake master cylinder and was 
unable to match the pace set by the 
front-runners. 

A timed check was next, and Hines, 
once again, clicked off the quickest 
time, checking in with a 1:45. Brothers 
Michael and Jack Lafferty followed 
Hines through to claim the second and 
third best times, with a 2:18 and 2:41, 


respectively. Fairfax, a local 250cc A 
hot-shoe, checked in with a 3:02, beat- 
ing Hatch’s 3:25 and Hawkins’ 3:53 
scores. 

The riders then ventured into “Mis- 
erable Mile,” and it was here that 
Moose Racing’s Kelby Pepper burned 
the next check, later explaining that the 
mileage in his computer was off. Most 
of the National riders zeroed the sec- 
tion. 

Hines set a blistering pace through 
the next few back-to-back sections, 
dropping zero points in one and claim- 
ing a pair of 4s in the other two. He car- 
ried a 10-point deficit heading into the 
first gas. Michael Lafferty was next with 
a 14, followed by Hatch with a 15 and 
Hawkins with a 16. 

Hatch ran into problems early in the

second loop. “There was a long mud- 
hole section before the first gas and I 
had to slip the clutch a lot to get 
through it, which, I guess, toasted it. I 
was a little surprised, as we put in a 
brand new clutch right before this 
event. It must have lasted just long 
enough to get me into and out of my 
next gas stop. When I was riding down 
the road toward the next trail section, I 
would open the throttle all the way and 
the bike didn’t feel like it was going 
anywhere. I had a 40-mile section to 
look forward to before I could have it 
fixed. So I figured that was it for me, 
but surprisingly, it stayed together. The 
bike started to making some very 
expensive grinding noises at the end of 
that 40-mile loop, so Г can thank my 
lucky stars I made it before the motor 
was history." 

Nearly all the contenders would mir- 
ror each other's scores in the next cou- 
ple of checks through the Diamond Hill 
area; they all claimed a two and a zero 
on their scorecards. Things, however, 
would get interesting for the front-run- 
ners as they began a security section in 


the tight confines of the Foxboro State 
Forest. The first surprise was Pepper, 
who redeemed some personal pride 
and actually recorded the fastest time 
through the tight pine forest section 
with a 5:45 at check 10. The next fastest 
was Hines, who crashed heavily after 
hitting a tree while trying to pass anoth- 
er rider and missed matching the 
Moose Racing star’s score by a scant 
three seconds. 

Hatch rolled in with a 6:55 despite 
being handicapped by his inoperative 
clutch, for which he had to compensate 
by using some aggressive riding skills, 
which cost him in the unforgiving rocky 
terrain. 

"In that security section on the sec- 
ond loop, I clipped a rock which threw 
the back end of the bike around in a 
hurry and threw me on the ground," 
Hatch said. "It sort of scared me 
because I caught my head on the one 
side of the tree, snapped and scraped 
my neck up pretty good. The force of 
the impact spun me and the bike 
around like a top." 

Fairfax would, once again, put his 
name ahead of a couple of noteworthy 
competitors, earning a 7:08 at the flags 
ahead of Russell, who posted an 8:02 
and had been showing flashes of bril- 
liance throughout the day while 
attempting to overcome problems with 
his rear brake. Hawkins posted an 8:14 
and Michael Lafferty an 8:48. 

The area known locally as "Moon 
Crater," which included the typical sin- 
gle-track as well as some pretty high- 
speed two-track trail awaited the wary 
competitors next. Hines, once again, 
propelled his CRE Honda through the 
section to claim the low-score honors 
over the rest of the contenders with a 
three-point tally, besting Pepper, Hatch 
and Hawkins - all of whom had 
dropped four points. 

Hines carried the lead and momen- 
tum into the final 20-mile loop, holding 
a hefty seven-point advantage over his 
closest competitor, Hatch. A dogfight 
was- also beginning to develop for the 
last spot on the rostrum, as both 
Hawkins and Michael Lafferty carried 
30s on their scorecards. 

After a brief 10-minute layover at the 
second and final gas stop, Hatch had 
nothing to lose and a healthy bike at his 
disposal after his pit crew repaired his 
Suzuki's clutch. He attacked the final 
section of the day with a vengeance. 

At the final timed check midway 
through the forest, it would be Hines 
showing the way, but by only one sec- 
ond, as Hatch was riding like a man 
possessed and nearly matched the CRE 
rider's score of 5:02 at the flags.

Hawkins and Pepper were the next 
fastest pair through the treacherous and 
strength-sapping section, recording 5:25 
and 5:35 scores, respectively. 

The warning signs of possible trou- 
ble for Lafferty began to show at the 
same check, as he dropped to an 8:33, 
which gave Hawkins some space to 
work with, while Pepper loomed in 
fourth. 

The last eight-mile jaunt, which 
would eventually point the riders to the 
final check of the day, saw Hines and 
Hatch drop only two points each. Right 
behind the two front-runners, Hawkins 
checked in with a four, as did Pepper. 
Lafferty wouldn't have the luck of his 
competitors, as he suffered the effects of 
heat exhaustion and dehydration only 
three miles from the finish, putting an 
end to what was otherwise a great ride. 

Hines, on the other hand, claimed 
the day's overall honors with a final 
score of 27, seven points better than 
Hatch. Hawkins would narrowly clinch 
the third position with a score of 39 
over Pepper, who finished one point 
behind with 40. 

"I came in very confident with the 
bike," Hines said. "This particular 
machine is definitely the reason for my, 
I guess you can call it, rejuvenation this 
year. It's very good and inspires confi- 
dence in my own riding abilities as well 
as making riding fun again for me. 
Other than a couple of falls because of 
problems with traffic out there, my day 
went basically like I planned it. I main- 
tained my advantage into the final loop 
by just riding cautiously, which meant 
keeping a good pace and not doing any- 
thing stupid that could damage my 
bike, or myself for that matter." €N

LAURELVILLE, OH, JUNE 4 
leam Honda’s Scott Summers over- 
| came a recently injured arm to 
notch the overall victory at the hot 
and dusty Laurel Ridge National near 
Laurelville, Ohio. Summers, piloting an 
XR600 Honda four-stroker, held off 
Team KTM's Scott Plessinger by just a 
few feet to record his second Grand 
National Cross Country win of the sea- 
son. 

"We're pretty pleased with the 
result," said Summers. "My arm wasn't 
completely broken in two - it was just a 
hairline fracture. Even though I couldn't 
ride for a while, I kept my training up 
and worked really hard to get ready for 
the hot races like this one." Summers 
needed every bit of strength he had to 
hold off the equally fit Plessinger at 
Laurel Ridge. 


"It was pretty close, almost too 
close," said Plessinger, who won the last 
close round over Tom Norton. "I 
should've won this one, too. I guess I 
just took the wrong lines in the last cou- 
ple of turns." 

Summers and Plessinger held a com- 
fortable advantage over the rest of the 
field, though third overall Duane Con- 
ner was still pleased with his placing. 

"Things worked out a little bit better 
for me this time," said Conner. "I was 
surprised. My plan was to save as much 
energy as I could and just finish - at that 
point I wasn't even worrying about fin- 
ishing in the top three. But after the 
halfway mark I felt good and turned it 
up, which is just about the time I'm usu- 
ally starting to feel tired." 

Summers is trying to reclaim the 
cross country overall championship that 
he handed over to Team Yamaha's Fred 
Andrews, a title that Summers held for

three years running starting in 1990. 
Andrews has led the '94 series since the 
third round, but the usually consistent 
rider made a rare - for him - and costly 
mistake at this round. On the second of 
eight laps, Andrews crashed at speed 
and suffered a mild concussion, causing 
him to register his first DNF since 
March of 1993. 

"| was trying to get around Doug 
Blackwell and I couldn't see a thing," 
said Andrews, who lost the series lead 
to Tom Norton as a result of his point- 
less day. “I tried going out around him 
and there was a downed rider in the 
middle of the trail that I didn't see until 
the last second. I went over the bars and 
banged my head pretty good." 

Nonetheless, Andrews remounted 
and tried to catch back up, only to come 
to the shocking realization on a down- 
hill that his brakes had disappeared. 
"The brake line was busted and I 


slammed right into a tree and went 
down again. I just said, "The heck with 
it,’ after that. It was too dusty for me. 
Besides, we found a hole in the radiator 
later on. I probably would not have fin- 
ished anyway." Until his Laurel Ridge 
mishap, Andrews had finished in the 
top three overall in each of the first six 
nationals this season. 

The surprisingly consistent Norton, 
who has been a top five rider at every 
GNCC round this year, took over.as the 
series points leader following a fourth 
overall ride at the Laurel Ridge run. 
Choosing to compete aboard a Kawasa- 
ki KX125 against the bigger bikes of all 
the other title contenders, Norton's 
power disadvantage was at a premium 
in the dust of Ohio. 

The Laurel Ridge trail bosses were 
the Ely brothers, who designed a well- 
received but unfortunately dry track. A 
recent spell of dry weather had the rid- 





ers battling dust throughout the two- 
hour-fifty-minute-long race. 

"I was concerned about what might 
happen to my arm if I fell,” said Sum- 
mers, who already has three scoreless 
races in a series where the eight best 
scores of 12 count towards the champi- 
onship, he can ill afford another zero. “I 
had to at least try to ride this round, so I 
had a removable cast made and I did 
quite a bit of riding to find out how the 
cast worked. I was actually pretty confi- 
dent about my chances.” 

At the end of the first lap, which took 
20 minutes and 26 seconds for the lead- 
ers to complete, Team Green’s fast-start- 
ing Doug Blackwell led a parade headed 
by Honda of Troy’s Tom Carson, 
Plessinger, Norton, Andrews, Conner 
and Summers. 

“I was pretty worried that one of 
them would take off in the dust,” said 
Summers of his rivals. “I had a bad start 
and I was surprised that no one took off 
with the lead. I killed the engine at one 
point and lost a lot of time getting back 
on track, but I just tried to stay motivat- 
ed, be careful and go fast whenever I 
could see.” 

After four laps, Plessinger held a lead 
of five seconds after his gas stop, which 
meant that Summers would have to stop 
on the next lap while still behind the 
KTM rider. 

“What happened there was that they 
watered a section of the track right 
around the pits and Doug and I both hit 
the same turn at the same speed and 
both slid out,” said Summers of his 
inability to get the lead. “Plessinger got 


out of the pits before I stopped, so that 
worried me.” 

“Summers had to pit on the fifth lap 
when he was still behind me, so I started 
the last three laps with a lead of about 
20 seconds,” said Plessinger. “He caught 
me three miles into the second-to-last 
lap, and then passed me in the trees 
when I got stuck behind a lapped rider 
and hung myself in some vines.” 
Plessinger lost about 20 seconds in try- 
ing to get free. 

“By the time we started the last lap, I 
was pushing him again,” added 
Plessinger. “Once we got out on the 
grass track we were almost side by side. 
I hit him from the inside in a left-hand 
turn and his peg went right into my bro- 
ken toes. I tried him again in the next 
couple of turns, but I was having prob- 
lems with my bike bogging because of 
my air filter. He kind of brake-checked 
me out of the next-to-last turn, just 
enough to keep me from being with 
him. Then I tried to go outside of him on 
the last turn, but he had the better line 
and I couldn’t do anything but follow 
him into the barrels.” 

“Once I finally reeled him in, I was 
pretty confident,” said Summers of his 
pitched battle with Plessinger. “I kept 
losing time in the lappers because I 
couldn’t see very well. I’m sure Scott 
had the same problem. I think the bot- 
tom line was conditioning. We were 
both really strong all day long. We prob- 
ably could have gone a couple more 
laps if we had to.

or three guys,” added Summers. “After 
that, we were in the last open section 
and I just kept the inside line through 
every turn. Scott said he could've 
stuffed me and won but then he said, 
"No, that's not right, we've both had it 
done to us this year.' I gained even more 
respect for him for having that kind of 
attitude." 

“My dad told me Norton was coming 
with two laps to go," said Conner of his 
own battle for third. “I had just passed 
Blackwell and I knew the leaders were 
gone, so I just tried to watch out for 
Tom. He caught up to me a couple of 
miles into the last lap. I heard him 
revving and I was getting tired, so my 
only chance was to get lappers between 
us. Passing people would've been a real 
job for Tommy on the 125." Conner was 
right. 

With the help of the dusty lappers he 
was able to keep a short but safe dis- 
tance on the new points leader all the 
way past the checkered flag. Finishing 
behind Norton in fifth overall was 250cc 
A class winner Gene Onail; Carson fin-

SVEREPEC, SLOVAKIA, JUNE 5 
nglish privateer Mervyn Anstie 
shrugged off a week-old leg 
injury and two flat tires to score 
his first-ever GP victory after 10 
years of trying with a scintillat- 
ing display of courage, determination 
and skill at a muddy Sverepec track in 
Slovakia, where controversy reared its 
head for the second successive weekend 
in the 500cc MX GP series.

Four of the five championship lead- 
ers boycotted the second moto after an 
unsuccessful attempt to get it called off 
because of the conditions, while fifth 
man Billy Liles, riding at the insistence 
of team boss Georges Jobe, pulled out 
after a single lap. 

The absence of the big names gave 
the results a strange appearance, but 
could not detract from Anstie’s victory 
as the 28-year-old Brit had already 
whipped ‘em all soundly in the opener - 
with two flat tires!

“I got the front wheel puncture 10 
minutes into the race when I was lead- 
ing, but only (Franco) Rossi came past. 
Then 10 minutes from the end I got a 
rear puncture as well, but I still kept sec- 
ond." 

Anstie became the sixth winner in as 
many GPs so far this year. 

A first-moto third was sufficient to 
increase the points lead of Swede Mar- 
cus Hansson to 10 and 14 points, respec- 
tively, over Belgians Joel Smets and 
Jacky Martens. Anstie's win moved him 











up to seventh at the halfway point of the 
series. 

But should the second race have been 
started? 

Smets was the most vociferous advo- 
cate of cancellation: "That is not a race 
anymore. It is a lottery." Martens was in 
agreement: "It was so slippery on the 
hills that it was nearly impossible to get 
‘round by the end of that first race." 

Their fellow championship chasers 
agreed, and the quintet's solidarity was 
commendable, but their concern was not 
widely shared. 

Team Vertemati co-chief Alvaro 
Vertemati said, “Hansson rides for him- 
self and can please himself if he rides, 
but Smets rides for the Vertemati broth- 
ers and we expect him to ask us first if 
he should ride. He did not do this. For 
us it was correct to race, and we want 
you to print that!" 

Jobe agreed, saying, “It is the same 
for everyone. They don't want to ride 
here because it is slippery, but when it is 
dusty and you cannot even see your 
own front wheel, they race at ridiculous 
speeds. A true champion should be able 
to ride on all surfaces!" 

As the "stars" inspected the first turn 
to the jeers and whistles of the 14,000- 
strong crowd which had braved the ele- 
ments, clerk of the course Pavel Almasi 
stuck his finger in the mud and was 
adamant. “Look, it is hard one inch 
down," he said. "We race!" 

After deciding to support Almasi, 
jury president Tony Skillington admit- 
ted, "I was worried about the safety 
aspect, but 34 riders wanted to take the 
risk, so who am I to say no?" 

FIM colleague Albert Hofhuis agreed: 
“We said that we would red-flag it 
immediately if more than 25% of the rid- 
ers stopped on the first hill. That didn't 
happen, and we saw that conditions 
were better for race two than race one." 

Of the protesters, Liles had been pre- 
pared to compromise. "I personally did 
not want to race again, but I was told to 
do so by my team manager (Jobe),” he 
said. “I didn't get a good pick of the gate 
because I was still in the tower when 
they called the riders to the line, and I 
got completely filled in on lap one." 

His eyes already sore from the first 
moto, the American retired, but added: 
"If they had delayed the start another 
hour and done more work with the bull- 
dozer it would have been a good race." 
He had a point, but his suggestion 
would probably have back-fired, as it 
started to rain again as Anstie crossed 
the line. 

Non-stop rain from early morning 
had caused the problems on a track 
which had been in perfect condition on 
Saturday. The facility will host the 
Motocross des Nations in 1995, and was 
the scene of an American Trophy des 
Nations success back in 1983. 

Anstie led the opener until the flat 
front tire let Rossi past for the win. 

Liles, initially second, was in big 
trouble for the last four laps. "I got a big 
clod of mud on my goggles and had to 
throw them away," he said. "Then 
another hit me right in the left eye and I 
couldn't see out of it to the finish." 

Hansson inherited third in a quiet 
ride, happy to rack up the points as his 
main championship rivals struggled. 

Smets had stopped early on an 
uphill: ^I got roosted by (Miroslav) 
Kucirek and could see nothing at all." 

Martens made a big mess of the start 
and got filled in on the first climb. "My 
roll-offs stuck and I had to stop at the 
end of the first lap for new goggles," he 
explained. 

New Zealand's Darryll King had also 
gated badly, but showed more resilience 





than the four-stroke men, racing to 
fourth, though he had to protest to get it 
after being missed once by the lap scor- 
ers. 

Just 15 riders completed the neces- 
sary three-quarters race distance and 
crossed the line within five minutes of 
the winner to be classified as finishers. 
Sixteen went on to complete race two. 

The story of that race is soon told. 

Anstie quickly passed Kucirek to 
lead from lap two, increasing his advan- 
tage with every lap. “The only problem I 
had was three laps from the end when 
my front wheel caught a rock on the 
first hill. I was more worried about 
burning the clutch out than anything,” 
he explained after zig-zagging his way 
to the top, feet up like a ‘50s trials star. 

Rossi had lost a lap at the start hill, 
and related his ill fortune: “Whatley 
crashed at the top and I got my throttle 
stuck in his rear chain.” But Rossi was 
still second overall, as only Anstie and 
Belgian Danny Theybers completed 25 
laps of racing. 

But the last word must go to Magnifi- 
cent Merv: “If it’s that difficult, how 
come I could beat ‘em with two flat 
tires?” CN

ank Bob Moore extended his lead to 
10 points when he clinched his 
third overall win in five rounds to 
date on the Michele Rinaldi-entered fac- 
tory Yamaha. 

The loose-surfaced Vrigstad track in 
south-central Sweden seemed to suit 
both sand specialists and hard-track 
favorites, as honors were evenly shared 
throughout the field.

World Championship Trials

NEPOMUK, CZECH REPUBLIC, JUNE 4-5 
t the halfway point of the World 
Championship Trials Series, five- 
time World Champion Jordi Tarres 
has pulled out a commanding 21- 
point lead and is showing no signs 
of letting up. With five titles and over 50 
World Round wins to his credit, one 
might wonder what drives the Spaniard. 
Surely he has nothing left to prove... 
Nevertheless, Tarres piloted his facto- 
ry Gas-Gas to yet another overall victory 
at the Czech World Round, while his 
main title challenger, fellow Spaniard 
Marc Colomer, suffered a surprising 
eighth-place finish. Colomer’s bobble 
allowed Tarres to gain some breathing 
room, and unless things take a dramatic 
turn in the second half of the series, it 
looks as if Tarres is headed for his record- 
setting sixth championship title. 
Nepomuk was again the site for the 
Czech round, as it has been for the past 
few years. The greatest change in com- 
parison to past years’ events was the 
addition of some very difficult sections. 
Intense rain on Saturday, combined with 
some challenging downhill sections, kept 
even the best riders struggling for control. 
None of this seemed to worry Tarres, 
though, as he turned in the best score in 
Saturday’s prologue. Tarres’ 16-point 
score was easily free and clear of Takumi 


Narita’s 22. The Japanese rider continued 
to show the good form that he had at the 
previous round in Germany, staying one 
point ahead of the ever-consistent Joan 
Pons, who ended Day One with 23. Ital- 
ians Diego Bosis and Donato Miglio tied 
with 25, while Amos Bilbao and Tommi 
Ahvala matched each other with 26. After 
struggling through the first parts of the 
series, Bilbao looks determined to return 
to a position of honor at the head of the 
pack. Colomer finished Saturday a disap- 
pointing ninth, with 31 points. At this 
point Colomer was 15 points behind Tar- 
res, which was not an insurmountable 
lead - remember Ahvala’s comeback in 
Belgium - but it wasn’t likely that Colom- 
er would overtake Tarres. 

Angel Garcia had a serious crash in 
section four and reinjured the wrist that 
he had broken last season. He opted to 
take fives on the rest of Saturday’s sec- 
tions, and head to the hospital for X-rays. 

On Sunday, Ahvala repeated his Bel- 
gian performance, seemingly unaffected 
by his poor first-day showing. On the 
contrary, it seemed to motivate him. 
Ahvala came out swinging. The persis- 
tent rain that hammered Nepomuk only 
seemed to help Ahvala as he bettered his 
previous lap score by 15 to card an 11. 
This spectacular comeback launched him 
from seventh to second in the provisional 
standings. Tarres had to be happy with 
the second-best loop score at this point 
(17), just ahead of Miglio and . . . Garcia!

Just when everyone thought he was on 
his way home to treat his injured wrist, 
he turned in the fourth-best lap score of 
22. 

Also surprising was youngster Jose 
Benitez, who laid sixth on the lap with 
the same score as contenders Pons and 
Bosis. All three riders had 24. Colomer 
faltered with a 25. After two laps, the 
standings were: Tarres 33; Ahvala 37; 
Miglio 44; Pons 47 and Bosis 49. 

Tarres initiated the decisive lap, but 
was shadowed by the Finn from Fantic. 
Nevertheless, he was not only able to 
maintain his lead, but he managed to win 
going away. So great was his perfor- 
mance, that he was able to turn in the 
lowest lap score of the day with 10. 

“At the halfway point of the champi- 
onship, my title hopes are looking better 
and better all the time," said a happy Tar- 
res. 


Ahvala held on to second overall with 
a final lap score of 13, while Miglio 
nabbed third overall with an 11-point 
final lap. Bosis and Pons rounded out the 
top five.

Section time limits imposed 


he FIM has taken the unprecedented step of adding a new rule at the mid-point 


of the season. 


Beginning with the United States round at Donner Pass, riders will 


be limited to three minutes per section. : 

The situation had reached a critical stage, and action was demanded. Riders were 
being confronted with lines of one and a half hours at the very first section! Riders 
have become so adept at balancing within the sections, that some were taking up to 10 
minutes to complete a section. Bottlenecks and time delays led to a high level of frus- 
tration amongst the top riders and their teams. A petition was circulated, signed and 
delivered to the FIM. The Commission of Trials and Enduros found it hard to rational- 
ize a change of rules during the middle of the season, but when all involved agreed to 
hold the FIM blameless for any problems that might occur, the rule passed. 

"Therefore, each section will now have an observer, and a time marshall. The time 
marshall's duties will be as follows: He will blow a whistle to signal the rider to begin 
riding, blow two toots on the whistle at the two-minute point, and one more at three 
minutes, when a rider should be done with the section. If a rider fails to complete the 
section within the allotted three minutes, he will incur the maximum score of five

ouie Gerencer Jr. wheelied his red 
nitro-fed Harley-Davidson to the 
top of White Rose’s hill to win the 
800cc class at the second round of 
the AMA National Championship Hill- 
climb Series, while Mike DeBusk took 
top honors in the 540cc class with a full- 
throttle climb that was fast in execution 
and straight in delivery. All was not 
smooth sailing for DeBusk, however, as 
he flew over the top of the hill and 
promptly flew over the bars. 

The White Rose M.C. hosted the 
round, and the event marked their 38th 
year of hillclimb promotions during 
their 43 years of operation. Located 
near Spring Grove, a small community 
in Pennsylvania, this stop on the Pro 
Hillclimb circuit is a favorite amongst 
the riders due to the club’s nice facili- 
ties, as well as the care and condition of 
the hill. The White Rose M.C. wel- 
comes the pro hillclimbers twice a year, 
and a third time every other year for the 
invitational that is held in late July or 
early August. This being an even year, 
the invitational will be held in 
Muskegon, Michigan, on August 7, for 
the top fifteen riders of each class, by 
invitation only. 

White Rose's hill starts steep and lev-

els at the 60’ mark, forming the first 
jump or "kicker." The hill continues to 
slope up at a significant incline to the 
220' mark where a large bulldozed 
grove, about 8' across, is cut out. Con- 
tinuing in slope and climb, the timing 
lights are set at the 260' mark, with the 
top of the hill just another 40'ahead: 300" 
of pure Hillclimber's delight. 

DeBusk commented on the hill prior 
to the event's start, saying: "A lot of 
guys are gonna go fast. I’m sure some 
are gonna have trouble with traction 
cause there's lots of it up there today and 
hopefully we'll be getting us a handful 
of it. But the hill looks real good.” 

With partly cloudy skies and the 
temperatures warming up, the event got 
under way with Steve Dresser having 
the dubious honor of cutting the first 
groove into the hill. Dresser put his 
brightly-painted Suzuki-powered bike 
in the center of the box to start his climb. 
Dresser’s launch lacked the power that 
he needed to build up momentum for 
the top half of the climb. Making throt- 
tle adjustments, Dresser worked the 
bike up the hill and through the light, 
kicking out a dusty rooster tail and 
bringing the estimated crowd of 4000 to 
their feet, cheering. Dresser’s return in 
round two proved slower, as he was 
plagued with horsepower problems and 
unable to log a fast time. 








The 540cc class got underway with 
DeBusk drawing ride number two. 
Recovering from an injured left arm sus- 
tained at the Goshen, Indiana hillclimb 
just three weeks prior to the day’s event, 
DeBusk fired his nitro-powered BSA 
onto the hill in a ‘bonze’ frenzy. With a 
couple kicks from his bike going up the 
hill, DeBusk flew through the timing 
lights and continued up over the hill's 
crest. DeBusk got lots of air, only to dis- 
mount his BSA unfashionably when he 
landed on his front wheel and continued 
over the handlebars. DeBusk suffered a 
broken collar bone and took a short ride 
to the hospital. Debusk paid the ulti- 
mate price in order to win his first-ever 
Pro Hillclimb with a time of 5.9971. 
When he returned to the hill later in the 
day, DeBusk said: "It makes you feel 
good to win in front of your home 
crowd. - Unfortunately, we have another 
injury. Hopefully we'll get healed up, 
and we'll get to rock & roll some more." 

Alan Hoskins put his Honda onto the 
hill very smoothly as he exited out of 
the center of the starting box. After 
clearing the first obstacle, Hoskins 
screamed to the lights centered all the 
way up on the hill to log a time of 
7.5167. Returning later in the second 
round, Hoskins turned in a 6.3910, fast 
enough to put him into the third-place 
position.

41 just wanted to keep my back tire 
on the ground as much as possible 
today and give it hell," said Hoskins. 

Scott Everett launched his Triumph 
hard and stayed on the gas through the 
lights. Everett logged a lot of air time at 
the finish and dismounted in the same 
over-the-bars fashion as DeBusk. 

In an attempt to prevent any more 
injuries, the hill workers and referee 
Harold White decided to make adjust- 
ments to the hill after the first 540cc 
round by ‘dozing out a cut across the hill 
at the 220' mark to slow riders down. 

Paul Pinsonnault got some air time 
as he crested the first breaker and set- 
tled onto the hill with a time of 6.0332. 
Pinsonnault's second gravel-throwing 
climb proved slower with a 6.23, and he 
relied on his first-round climb to secure 
a second place finish and maintain his 
points lead. 

“1 just wanted to try and place in the 
top three positions to maintain my points 
lead. I did just that, so I’m happy," said 
Pinsonnault. "I was trying a new setup 
on the bike today and it worked." 

Michael Dent got the 800cc class 
underway. Dent's surprise win at 
Goshen, three weeks earlier, had the 
800cc field watching him as he launched 
off thé line a bit loose and squirmy. As 
Dent came out of the box, he lobbed 
over the first breaker and continued to 


throttle on up, only to get a kick to the 
right from the thunderous Harley and 
drift to the left as he hammered the 
throttle for more speed. Dent flew to 
the lights, only to be disqualified for 
stepping out of bounds at the 150’ mark. 
Dent's return showing stopped the 
clocks at 6.3183 for a disappointing 
ninth-place finish. 

Following Dent was Tom Reiser, the 
current 800cc National Champion. Reis- 
er put his USA Team Harley-Davidson 
onto the White Rose Hill quickly and 
smoothly. Centered on the hill with 
only a slight drift to the left, Reiser’s rid- 
ing skills made the sport look easy. The 
rooster tail of dust seemed to chase Reis- 
er through the timing lights, and he 
stopped the clock with at 5.8858 - the 
time to beat. 

Reiser sat on the bubble until Louie 
Gerencer Jr. had his turn at the hill. 
Gerencer's first climb was smooth with 
only a slight drift to the right midway 
up the hill. Gerencer posted a quick time 
of 5.9889, but it wasn’t quite fast 
enough. Gerencer returned later and 
popped the bubble Reiser was sitting 
on. Gerencer’s second climb started left 
on the launch pad with a little squirm 
over the first breaker. This put Gerencer 
onto the middle section of the hill quick- 
ly as he carried the front wheel through 
the lights with the fastest time of the 
day, a showy 5.7349 that secured the 
win. 

Reiser returned in round two for an 
attempt to regain his first-place position. 
Choosing a groove on the far right, Reis- 
er stayed there all the way up the hill, 
but was unable to secure a time quicker 
than Gerencer’s. In the end, Reiser had 
to settle for third, as his teammate 
Randy Gabriel proceeded to move into 
second. 

Gabriel's first climb was uneventful 
as he rolled his Harley onto the dusty 
hill, shooting through the lights with a 
time of 5.9403. It was Gabriel’s second 
climb that secured second. Starting left 
in the box, as he launched onto the hill 
Gabriel quickly found himself “in the 
groove” towards the right side of the 
hill. From there it was a sling shot ride 
to the top for a time of 5.9324, only one 
10th of a second off Gerencer’s time. 

Louie Gerencer reflected back on the 
day’s event, saying: “In my second ride, 
I got over the first part pretty good. I 
got back on the gas, then started to do а 
wheelie again and there was no way I 
was going to back off of it. I just rolled 
off a little, just to keep it from coming 
over. I hit the jump on top, got back on 
it and everything worked out great." €N

McCLEARY, WA, JUNE 4 
Oirer Tom Rapp relived the 





glory days of motocross after over- 

coming the muddiest elements of 
nature and some pretty tough competition 
to win two classes at the 10th Annual 
Dino Daze Vintage motocross at Thurston 
County ORV Park, near Olympia. 

Rapp, riding a 1974 Bultaco Pursang, 
won the 40+ and Open Expert classes, 
despite the muddiest conditions thus far 
in the event's history. Rapp's 360 Bul was 
unbeatable in both main events, but he 
did have a stellar battle with Washing- 
ton's Buck Murphy in the second of three 
Open-class qualifiers, in which Murphy 
beat Rapp. 

Other notables on hand besides Taco- 
ma's Murphy, were former AJS/Bultaco 
teamster Doug Grant, from nearby Seattle, 
and the Pomeroy clan, Jim and Ron, both 
of whom made the trek from Yakima. Ron 
rode quite well, winning one of the Open 
class qualifiers, but fell victim to one of the 
many mud holes around the course in the 
final. Jim, though, was just a spectator, 
electing to cheer Ronnie on. 

Qualifying kicked off the day’s activi- 
ties for the nearly 200 riders and hoards of 
spectators that came from Washington, 
Oregon, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, Cali- 
fornia and Canada for the event. Most 
were in disbelief when a coastal storm 
hammered inland and made the track a 
muddy mess. 

Luckily, the event also showcased a 
swap meet and bike show inside the dry 
confines of the exposition center, featuring 
dozens of show machines, such as Reese 
Dengler’s Jawa banana-frame ISDT bike, 
beautiful Triumphs, BSAs, Matchlesses, 
CZs and many other relics from yester- 
year. 

Yamaha rider Dirk Murphy, riding іп a 
similar manner to that which carried his 
cousin, Buck, to many wins here at the 
facilities, took a win in the first of two 
125сс qualifiers for a direct transfer to the 
final, as did Honda-mounted Dallas 
Nyblod. 

Four qualifiers were needed to trim the 
huge field of contestants to 12 to facilitate 
the staging of the final motos. Taking wins 
in the class qualifiers were Jesse Buckley, 
Nyblod, Rickman rider Shawn Brown and 
Can-Am pilot Jeremiah McCarthy. 

Ron Pomeroy and CZ rider Tony 
McFarlane battled in the first Open quali- 
fier, with Pomeroy's mud-riding expertise 
netting him a win. 

The best qualifier of the day came in 
the second Open moto preliminary, with 
Rapp and Maico-mounted Murphy bat- 
tling throughout the race. Murphy got by 
Rapp in the muddiest portion of the 
course, driving the crowd crazy and pick- 
ing up the win. 

Dirk Murphy sailed his Yamaha into 
the lead during the first of the 17 main 
events, the 125cc A main, and without 
Nyblod on hand, things were much easier 
for the YZ rider. He netted the win ahead 
of fellow Yamaha rider Richard Sipp and 
Honda jockey Tommy Sheard. 

Two rows of riders lined up for the 
elite 250cc A final. Nyblod and his 1973 
Honda CR 250 exploded off the line with 
the velocity of the space shuttle, but the 
race was red-flagged when half the field 
went down in turn two. At the wave of 
former AMA National veteran starter 
^'Bouncin' Bob" Malley's flag on the 
restart, Nyblod again led McCarthy, 
Brown, Maico rider Neil Giertsen and 
Buckley. 











Nyblod, a multi-time AHRMA Nation- 
al winner, opened up the day’s biggest 
lead, while Brown, Joe Casey and 
Kawasaki rider Scott Adolpshson battled 
for second. Nyblod continued to stretch it 
out until the Seattle-area rider collected 
what would be his only win of the day in 
a three-class quest. 

Chasing the Honda rider was Brown, 
who put his Montesa-powered Rickman 
ahead of Casey’s CR to net second, and 
fourth-place finisher Buckley, aboard a 
1974 Yamaha YZ 250. 

Ex-Bultaco teamsters Rapp and 
Pomeroy sat at opposite ends of the 12 
rider, two-row staging of the Open A 
final. One disappointing note was that, to 
the dismay of the local fans, Murphy’s 
Maico refused to start and the pack roared 
off without him. The former Can-Am fac- 
tory rider summed it up by saying, "I've 
won this race a lot, so 111 give someone 
else a chance." 

Earlier in the day, Grant's AJS had suc- 
cumbed to mechanical woes, and he had 
to call it a day. 

Pomeroy was next to suffer problems. 
When the pack of riders hit the mud hole 
coming out of turn two, Pomeroy’s Bulta- 
co, full of water, wouldn’t start, thus end- 
ing the anticipated Rapp/Pomeroy con- 
frontation. Rapp broke away from early 
traffic and, despite late challenges from 
CZ rider McFarlane, had a relatively easy 
win. Maico rider Larry Saxton was the 
third-place finisher. 

Rapp’s double win was finalized after 
picking up an easy win ahead of local CZ 
rider Kenny Brynn and Matchless rider 
Ross Poitras. “I had such a good time 
here last year,” said Rapp. “I just had to 
come back and try it again. It’s such nice 
country and nice people. It all makes it 
worth it even with all of the rain and 
mud.” 

Fellow Californian Gary Bishop shared 
Rapp’s jubilation, even after getting 
passed by Jerry Kennedy in the Open 
Twin A main. Kennedy got around Bish- 
op on the second lap and held on for a 
narrow win, much to the delight of the 
spectators who obviously enjoyed watch- 
ing the old thumpers. Even Mike Light- 
foot had an ear-to-ear grin after manhan- 
dling his big Rickman-Triumph to a 
sixth-place finish in the Open Four-Stroke 
A main behind winner Bill Ripley - yet 
another faithful Californian who regularly 
makes the trip up each year. Mark 
Envolsen, Saxton, Larry Logsdon and 
Mitch Vernon placed second through 
fifth, respectively. 

The Premiere Four-Stroke A main saw 
Kevin Saxton put his Matchless into the 
lead and would maintain that position to 
the finish. e

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hough much smaller than the 

Japanese companies, ATK is rapid- 

ly gaining notoriety in the motorcy- 
cle world. While the other manufactur- 
ers seemingly produce more models 
than there are customers, ATK has 
become known for building serious, 
high-performance four-stroke dirt bikes. 
Sure, the American company’s dual- 
sport machines are also stellar perform- 
ers, but everyone knows that they're 
really just ATK four-stroke dirt bikes in 
disguise. 

The fact is, ATK also produces two- 
stroke motorcycles, in both 250 and 
406cc displacements. Okay, that's not 
really a secret, but few take the Rotax- 
powered, air-cooled two-bangers very 
seriously. After all, the Austrian power- 
plants were used exclusively by the 
now-defunct Can-Am company, never 
known for producing rockets. We loved 
ATK's 605 four-stroke, and were curious 
if the new two-strokes had enjoyed simi- 
lar improvements. Still, considering the 
history of the ATK two-bangers, we 
were a bit surprised to get an invite 
from ATK's Frank White to take a ride 
on their '94 406 CC at the company 
headquarters in Utah. A trip to Utah for 
some trail-riding was impossible to pass 
up, no matter what bike it was on, so 
without further adieu, we packed our 
gearbags and headed to the airport. 


AIR HAMMER 


As we mentioned, the heart of the 
ATK is its Rotax air-cooled motor, an 
ancient powerplant that is about as com- 
plicated as a bowling ball. The “406” 
actually displaces just 399cc, but who's 
counting? The engine has been around 
for years, and while it is anything but a 
technological breakthrough, it has 
gained a reputation for being reliable - 
thanks in part to its lack of plumbing. 
(Actually, ATK is in the process of 
developing a water-cooled two-stroke 
motor for '95, but only a 250cc version is 
planned - at least for now.) The engine 
features a wide-ratio, five-speed trans- 
mission, a left-side kickstarter and an 
electronic ignition. It is fed through a 
38mm Mikuni flat-slide carburetor. 

In the chassis department, the ATK 
406 features a frame nearly identical to 
that on their four-stroke models. In fact, 
it appears to us that only minimal modi- 
fications were made in order to adapt to 
the smaller two-stroke engine. The 
extremely tall, powder-coated, 4130 
chrome-moly steel frame has a remov- 
able subframe and a chrome-moly 
swingarm. Suspension is supplied by 
WP on both ends: a full-bleed 54/57 
inverted fork up front; a side-mounted 
full-bleed single shock out back. The 
shock is bolted directly to the swingarm, 
and has no linkage. 

Like the four-strokes, the 406 uses 
many high-quality parts, including a 
Ceet seat cover, Talon hubs, Acerbis 
plastic IMS tank, Magura levers, Vimco 
rear brake lever, Cobra silencer, Uni air 
filter and D.I.D chain and rims. Also, 
ATK remains the only bike we know of 
to come standard with Answer's stellar 
Pro-Taper handlebars. 

Identical dual-piston Nissin brake 
calipers are used front and rear. That 
seems a little strange to us, but at least 
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you only need one type of brake pads. 
Our test unit came with the optional 
lighting kit, which includes an Acerbis 
HP headlight and a brake light/fender 
extension. 1 you prefer not to spend the 


. extra $195, your bike will come with an 


Acerbis motocross number plate and no 
fender extension. 


AIR TIME 


We had two days in Utah to evaluate 
the 406, but before we could hit the 
trails, we had to entertain a television 
crew that was doing a piece on the ATK 
factory. Of course the cameramen insist- 
ed that we repeatedly leap the bike off a 
large sand dune, and doing so quickly 
highlighted the ATK's most glaring 
fault. The suspension - especially the 
shock - is way too soft for serious 
pounding, and will bottom over even 
the smallest of jumps. This bike is not a 
motocrosser by any stretch of the imagi- 
nation, and treating it as such can be a 
painful undertaking. 

After the dune-leaping session had 
reduced us to quivering shells of our 
former selves, we scanned the horizon 
for the nearest mountain and high-tailed 
it for cover. Unfortunately, the only 
access trail was a whooped-out, high- 
speed affair that had just been used in a 
National Hare & Hound. If you have 
some teeth that you'd like to get rid of, 
but are afraid to go to the dentist, try 
taking a 406 on a fast, cross-grained 
trail. Between the bottoming of the sus- 
pension and the vibration of the engine 
at high rpms, you'll soon earn a small 
fortune from the tooth fairy. We surren- 
dered and backed off the throttle, avoid- 
ing the top end of the powerband like 
the plague. The shakes aren't nearly as 
bad if you short-shift the bike and ride 
in the midrange, and you can still sprint 
along at a pretty good clip. Nothing 
short of a switch to stiffer coils will cure 
the soft suspension. 

Fortunately, the trail also highlighted 
a positive trait: the 406 is extremely sta- 
ble. Despite the harsh bottoming, the 
bike refused to twitch or deflect to the 
side, which gave our tortured nerves a 
little relief. The bike has a secure feeling, 
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and we never experienced a bit of head- 
shake. 

Part of that stability is no doubt due 
to the 406% towering seat height. This 15 
one tall motorcycle! The four-stroke 
ATK that we tested earlier this year was 
also extremely tall, but we figured that 
was due to its big engine. It makes 
sense. But the two-stroke engine is 
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much smaller, so what is its excuse? 
Actually, the height is rather nice in 
some respects, at least for tall riders. The 
seat-to-peg relationship is long, so the 
transition from sitting to standing is 
easy on the knees. Also, the stability is 
nice at high speeds. 

Presently, we arrived at the moun- 
tain we'd been hunting, and rejoiced at

the sight of a tight, whoop-free, single- 
track trail. Like the whooped-out trail, 
the single-track brought out some more 
of the ATK's strong and, well, not so 
strong points. The long chassis and tall, 
comfortable seat that were so nice in the 
fast going, were not nearly as welcome 
in the rocks and roots. Judging by the 
tracks on the trail we'd chosen, it did see 
moderate use every now and then - by 
deer and foxes. Apparently, their chassis 
are better-suited for tight turns than the 
406. Actually, the ATK does steer fairly 
well, as long as the turns aren't too tight. 
At a claimed 225 pounds, the bike isn't 
at all portly, so it didn't feel nearly as 
top-heavy as the 605 four-stroke. Still, it 
is hard to bend around really tight turns, 
and heaven forbid you lose your balance 
and have to put a foot down. Whoaa! 

The engine was perfectly suited for 
technical sections. It likes to be lugged, 
and it is very hard to stall the engine. 
Should you suddenly hear silence, the 
bike usually refires on the first or sec- 
ond kick, once you get accustomed to 
the left-side kick lever. Usually, you can 
just ride a gear tall and idle over rocks 
and other obstacles, rarely even bother- 
ing to slip the clutch. That's a good 
thing, because the clutch pull on the 406 
is brutal, or at least ours was. The lever 
is too far away from the bar, and 
pulling it in requires far too much effort. 
In addition, the plates heated up when 
they were abused, and what enduro 
have you ridden lately that wasn't abu- 
Sive? 

The suspension performed much 
better on the slow trail than it had in the 
whoops. ATK sells the majority of their 
two-strokes in the Midwest and on the 
East coast, a fact that is not at all sur- 
prising to us. Back east, stiff suspension 
is actually a detriment. We think ATK 
may have overdone it, but the bike does 
feel plush over rocks and roots. 

The 406 doesn't seem to be 
nearly as polished a package 
as ATK's four-strokes, and 
there were several small 
details which had us snivel- 
ing. One was the noise level. 
We were impressed by how 
quiet the ATK thumpers were, 
but the same does not hold 
true for the two-strokes. The 
long Cobra silencer probably 
muffles the sound quite a bit, 
but unfortunately, it's not 
enough for a good off-road 
bike. We suspect that much of 
the noise comes from the

motor itself, rather than from the 
exhaust note. On the subject of exhaust, 
the ATK’s pipe has a severe case of “the 
bends.” The thing twists up, down and 
sideways before finally swooping 
directly over the cylinder itself. The 
FMF-like chrome-plating actually looks 
пісе, and - apart from appearance - we 
have no complaints about the numerous 
bends. Finally, the subframe has a bulge 
on the left side to clear the shock. Taller 
riders might notice it when riding 
aggressively, but we adapted fairly 
quickly. 

On the plus side, we love the Pro 
Taper bars and wide pegs. We also like 
the aluminum hubs and rear brake 
pedal, though your foot 
can slip off the pedal on 
downhills. Maybe ATK 
could add some teeth to it. 
The stock IMS tank may 
be a little wide, but it 
holds a substantial 4.2 gal- 
lons. 

So exactly what type of 
customer does ATK have 
in mind for their 406 CC? 
Well the bike can be rid- 
den (not raced) for long 
periods of time, without 
punishing the rider's body 
too much (with the possi- 
ble exception of his clutch 
hand). Much like KTM's 
new 440 E/XC, we feel 
that the ATK is best suited 
for older riders who are 
more interested in trail rid- 
ing than racing. If this fits 
your description, then the 
406 could be the bike for 
you. Oh yes, one more 
thing ... It doesn't hurt if 
you're over six feet tall 
and live east of the Missis- 
sippi. CN

That stuff 
doesn't happen in California.”

We always look to Ameri- 
can companies first, but if we have to sacrifice quality, we go 
elsewhere." 

This year, ATK has manufactured a maximum of 12 bikes a 
day in their Utah factory (65% four-strokes, 35% two-strokes). 
It may not sound like a lot compared to the bigger companies, 
but ATK has come a long way under the leadership of its new 
owners. After all, this is their first year, and they've got even 
bigger plans for the future.

Wood repeats at

espite having to negotiate a muddy 
D track, Texan Dee Ann Wood suc- 

cessfully defended her World Cup 
titles in the 125 and 250cc classes at the 
1994 Women’s International Motorsport 
Association Ladies MX World Cup at 
Motorcycle Raceway. 

A lot was at stake on the day, with 
the event attracting 100 women racers 
from the United States and abroad. 
There were 12 classes including the 125 
and 250cc Pro classes, where Wood 
would defend her titles against an inter- 
national field of pros who were eager to 
take those titles away from her. 

As the gate dropped on the first 
250cc Pro moto, Wood broke away and 
gained the lead through the whoops 
before blasting over the double-doubles 
and increasing her lead even further. 
Behind her, a battle was shaping up for 
the number-two spot between Ameri- 
cans Shelly Kann and Corina Chinen. 





American Michaela Gonzalez was 
fourth, while French rider Virginie 
Ringebach ran in fifth but was gaining 
ground. Up front, Wood was uncatch- 
able, and she stormed to the first-moto 
victory followed by Kann, Chinen, Gon- 
zalez and Ringebach. 

In moto two, Kann took the lead as 
Wood suffered a bad start and had to 
fight her way through the pack. As the 
moto wore on, Wood displayed her 
tenacity as she caught and passed Kann, 
who was refusing to give up the fight. In 
the end, Wood scored the win to suc- 
cessfully defend her 250cc World Cup 
title over Kann, who was followed by 
Chinen and Gonzalez. 

Track conditions improved for the 
first 125cc Pro moto, and Wood took full 
advantage by blasting out of the gate for 
the lead, with Kann once again in pur- 
suit. As the field spread out, New 
Zealand’s Shelley Hickman and Gonza- 
lez gained on the leaders as they battled 
among themselves. At the end of moto 
one, Wood had notched yet another 
moto victory and put herself in good 
condition to secure the 125cc champi- 
onship. 

In moto two, Gonzalez took the 


- holeshot and led for over half the moto 


before Wood fired past to take the lead. 
Chinen put some pressure on the lead- 
ers early in the race before retiring with 
a blown head gasket. Wood continued 
her drive to take the win for her second 
class sweep of the day, and more impor- 
tantly, her second-straight World Cup 





victory. Rounding out the field in the 
second moto were Gonzalez, Hickman

400CR to his first-ever National win 
by defeating all comers in the Specialty 
30+ Novice class during round seven of 
the American Historic Racing Motorcy- 
cle Association/Vintage Iron National 
MX Series atthe Glen Helen OHV. 

In the first moto of the Specialty 30+ 
Novice class, the Mesa, Arizona-based 
Seagroves grabbed the holeshot and led 
the first lap, closely pursued by CZ- 
mounted Rick Diekmann and Dante 
Sorrenti, who was mounted on a 1974 
Maico. As the moto continued, Sea- 
groves pulled out to a greater advan- 
tage over Sorrenti, who in turn passed 
Diekmann and left the rest of the field 
behind. At the finish, Seagroves took 
the win some five seconds ahead of 
Sorrenti. Frank Wadelton finished third 
followed by Sam Durick and Diek- 
mann. 

“I can't believe it. This thing finally 
finished a race for me,” Seagroves said. 

In moto two, Sorrenti was deter- 
mined not to let Seagroves leave him 
behind on the starting line, and when 
the field charged up the start straight, 
Sorrenti held close to Seagroves. The 
field disappeared to the back portion of 
the course, and when they returned to 
the front, Sorrenti had successfully 
passed Seagroves. The two riders con- 
tinued to wage a classic battle, with Sea- 
groves playing the part of Bengt Aberg 
to Sorrenti's Ake Jonsson. With less than 
three laps to go, they made serious con- 
tact - something that rarely occurs in 
AHRMA Vintage Racing. Sorrenti got 
the worst of it, and was unceremonious- 
ly blown off the track and onto the adja- 
cent start straight. With Sorrenti out of 
the way, Seagroves was able to cruise 
the last few laps for the moto and over- 
all win. At the finish, Sorrenti could not 
hide his disappointment. 

"That guy (Seagroves) cut me off roy- 
ally. He sure knew what he was doing," 
Sorrenti said. "Oh well, it was a good 
race anyway." 

“Whoever that guy was on the 
Maico, he gave me a real good battle," 





Seagroves said. "I dove in there and 
took the inside line, and we met. He 
should've just backed off." 

Despite concerns that he had out- 
classed himself, Suzuki Dealer Wayne 
Sumner, 61, was the fastest man in the 
Premier Open Twins and 50+ Expert 
classes aboard his BSA-framed Tri- 
umph, going 1-1 for both victories. 

“I thought I'd made the mistake of 
moving myself up a class, Sumner said, 
"because when you're this old every 
spot on the course can be a trouble 
spot."

Moural Jr. romps to

Fox Racing's Lowell Moural Jr. showed why he 
is quickly becoming a threat in the AMA West- 
ern Regional 125сс Supercross Series by totally 
dominating both his 125cc heat race and the 
main event at Cycleland’s Friday night super- 
cross. 

The first of two five-lap 125cc heats got 
under way with Moural leading to the first turn 
over Darren Delorme, Jerry Harvey, Jarrad Fish- 
er and Kurt Favre. Moural immediately put the 
hammer down and left the racing to everyone 
behind him. Harvey quickly put his Suzuki into. 
second and set off after Moural, while Zack 
Schwatka came from sixth to pass Favre for fifth. 
On lap three, the RM80-mounted Fisher pushed 
his way past Delorme to take the third spot. By 
the next go-round, Schwatka also got by 
Delorme. At the checkers it was Moural all alone 
up front, followed by Harvey, Fisher, Schwatka 
and Delorme. 

The second 125cc heat race saw Danny 
Rutherford quickly jump to the the early lead, 
but just as quickly get out of shape in the 
whoops and crash hard. Dylan Blackwell took 
over the top spot with Jason Joiner, Gary Walk- 
er, Ben McClure and Sam DeLuca in tow. The 





racing was fast and furious, but the order 
remained the same to the finish. 

In the last chance qualifer, Rutherford went 
wire to wire to secure his spot in the main, while 
Favre and DeLuca battled over the second spot, 
with the nod finally going to Favre. DeLuca was 
third, Ralph Lane fourth, and Kasey Stewart 
fifth. 

As the gate dropped for the 125cc main, 
Moural got out front quickly and rode as though 
he had 19 supercross pros chasing him. Ruther- 
ford ran second, followed by Blackwell, Joiner 
and Harvey. On lap two, Blackwell blew by 
Joiner through the whoops and set his sights on 
Rutherford. It wasn’t long before Harvey made 
his way past Joiner, bringing 80cc pilot Jarred 
Fisher along for the ride. 

By the halfway mark, Harvey had closed to 
within striking distance of Blackwell and 
Rutherford, picking each of them off in the next 
two laps. Up front, Moural had eased up his 
pace a bit and began entertaining the capacity 
crowd with wild, 70-foot clickers that brought 
loud gasps from the spectators with every lap. 
At the finish it was Moural with the overall vic- 
tory, followed by Harvey, Rutherford, Black- 
well, and Fisher.
